Corporal Tanner’s latest tirade against Secre- 
tary of the Interior Nobieand Assistant Secre- 
tary Bussey raises a question of veracity be- 
tween the ex-Commissioner and the Secretary. 


Tanner brings up the rerating of Gen. William 
H. Powell, just before the retirement of Com- 
missioner Black, and repeats the accusation 
that Powell’s rerating was done at the request 
of Secretary Nobie. This charge has been re- 
peatedly made in various newspapers, but Mr. 
Noble has taken no notice of it until now. To- 
day, however, the Secretary said that the story 
was false from beginning to end. Mr. Noble is 
disposed to regard Tanner as a “back number,” 
whose ultérances are no longer of any concern 
to anybody, but he thinks it 1s time to set the 
Powell story at rest. He did not know, he said, 
until after the whole thing was settled that 
Gen. Powell was an applicant for rerating and, 
for that matter, he did not then know that there 
Was such a thing asa rerating in the Pension 
Bureau. Gen. Powell has written the Secretary 
a letter, calling his attention to the published 
story, and contirming Mr. Nobie’s assertion that 
he knew nothing about the matter. 


The Senate will not have any difficulty about 
classifying the eight new Senators from North 
and South Dakota, Montana, and Washington, 


if the custom of the body is adhered to. Ina 
recent dispatch to THE TIMES it was stated that 
not one of the eight new men would be permit- 
ted to serve six years, althougy the Constitu- 
tion provides that Senators of the United States 
shall be‘elected for six years. History indi- 
cates just about what will be done if the tradi- 
tigns are not to be broken, and no one will ex- 
ect to see the Senate ruthlessly depart from 
adition. 

When the Senate met in 1789 a resolution was 
introduced May 11, under which Senators Ells- 
worth of Connecticut, Carroll of Maryland, and 
Few of Georgia were appointed to report a 
mvde of carrying out the provisions of Article 
IL., Section 3, Puragraph 2, which says: --~. 

“Immediately after they shall be asscm bie Vin 
consequence of the first election, they shail bo Wi- 
vided as equally as may be into three classes.~.'Tie 
seats of the Senators of the first class shall be va- 
cated at the expiration of the secund year, of the 
second class at the expiration of the fourth year, 
and of the third class at the expiration of the sixth 
year, so that one-third may be chosen every second 
year.” 


According to the instruction of the Senate 
of 1789, on May 14 the committee named 
on the 11th reported, dividing the twenty Sen- 
ators into three classes, two of which included 
seven Senators each, and the third of which in- 
cluded six Senators. These classes were Jed b 
Senators Langdon, Wingute; and Dalton. t 
was directed that three slips of paper of equal 
size, numbered 1, 2, and 3, should be prepared 
by the Secretary, rolled up, and put & box, 
and be.drawn by the Senators last named in 
behalf of the respective classes in which each 
was placed, It was also provided: 

““ When Senators shall take their seats from States 
that have not yet appointed Senators they shail be 
placed by lot in the toregoing classes, but in such 
inanner as shall keep the classes as nearly equal as 
may be in numbers,” 

At the Grawing on May 15, 1789, the class of 
seven Senators headed by Dalton became the 
first class, with service limited to two years; 
that headed by Wingate was assigned to the 
secoud class aud four years of service, whiie the 
third class, of six Senators, headed by Langdon, 
was directed to hold office for six years, Four- 
teen Senators, all of whom had been chusen fur 
six years, Were thus deprived of from two to 
four years of service. 

After a lapse of many years Colorado was 
admitted to Statehood, and the Legisiature of 
the new State chose two Senators. They came 
to Washington, and on Dec, 4, 1876, presentea 
themselves to be swornin. Senator Hitchcock 
of Nebruska offered a resolution that the Senate 
proceed tu ascertain the classes to which the 
senators from Colorado shall be assigned, in 
conformity to the resolution of May 14, 1789. 
The resolution was carried out. Henry M. Tel- 
ler was assigred to Class 2, served for three 
months, and then was sworn in again, he hay- 
ing been re-elected. Jerome B. Cbhattee was as- 
signed to Class 3, and served a little more! than 
three years, when he was followed by N. P. 
Hill, who held on for six years. 

A similar course bad been followed in the case 
of Nevada. The Senators-elect from that State 
appeared feb. 1,1865. The usual resolution to 
classify by lot was brought in by Senator 
Foute. Mr. Stewart drew to Class 1, and served 
four years; Mr. Nye was drawn for Class 3, and 
served two years. These instances are suitti- 
cient to show that the Senate pays no regard 
whatever to the constitutional provision that a 
fenator shall be elected for six years, and that 
it has never broken the arrangement of its 
classes in order to enable a Senator-elect to 
have a full term of Senatorial glory. 

fhe eight new Senators will be on an equal 
footing wheu they arrive. By resolution they 
will be directed to draw lots to decide io which 
Glasses they shall be assigned. To keep the 
three classes as Dearly equal as may be, three 
must go into Class 3 and go out on March 3, 
1891, with little more than a year of service. 
Two witl go to Ciass 1 and serve till March 3, 
1893, or about three years. Two will be as- 
signed to Class 2 and serve until March 3, 1895, 
or avout five years. The Senate will use proper 
precaution to prevent two Senators from one 
State from falling into the same class. 

If it shovld happen that North Dakota’s fa- 
vorite, ex-Gov. Pierce, snould fall into Class 1, 
ana be directed to consider his term expired on 
March 3, 1891, it would scarcely be a misiort- 
une for him. The Legislature that will eleet 
him between now and tre meeting of Congress 
will be able to elect him again to succeed him- 
self,when be wWiil be assigned to the new clasa of 
Senators, whose terms will expire in 1897. The 
same OpDuTtunity will be presented to all three 
of the Senators Whose terms will expire in 1891, 
They will, perhaps, enjoy an advantage over 
the Senators who get into either of the other 
two classes, The men who draw tickets enti- 
tling them to remain from three to five years 
may by indiscretion of some sort impair their 
popularity at home and fail to secure a re-elec- 
tion. The men who get the shortest terms need 
do nothing at all, resting securely upon the 
reputatious they have already won to keep them 
in their places. es

{he new Commissioner of Pensions, itis pre- 
dicted by some of Tanner's partisans, will soon 
get into trouble in office.

Mr. Bussey 
is likely to have a hard time of in if he takes up 
Commissivner Raum in the same spirit that he 
dropped Tanner, Raum is a trained lawyer and 
excc:tive ofticer, besides beinga soldier. Bussey 
was @ soldier, butis not a trained civil officer, 
and be is poteaiawyer. Raum is a8 cool as a 
cuculber, and about as lacking in sentimental- 
ity, When he and Hussey conflict, it will be a 
fight outof which Raum will emerge Victorious,

Secretary Tracy, speaking to-day ofjthe year’s 
leave of absence granted Commander Robley 
D, Evans, saia that when he came into the de- 
partment he found Commander Evans on leave 
and understood that he was to go to Nicaragua 
in the interest of the canal ys oy For some 
reason he did not go, and he then remained in 
waiting orders until recently assigned to the 
command of the Ossipee. As that vessel was 
s00n to go out of commission and Commander 
Evans had asked for jeave, it was granted to 
him, as there are more olticers in the navy than 
there is employment for at present. Itis un- 
derstood that the Commander is to go to Europe 
in the interest.of ex-Secretary Whitney and it is 
not likely that he will return to active duty in 
the navy. He will probably resign at the ex- 
Piration of his leave. 


Second Controller Gilkeson is much worried 
over the claims for longevity rations for army 
officers now pending before him. There are a 
great many of these claims, varying in amount 
trom a few dollars totwo thousand, and amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $1,500,000, The Second 
Auditor, on their tirst preseutation, ruled that 
the claims couid not be paid. They were then 
taken tothe Court of Claims, where it was de- 
cided that under the law they must be paid, and 
tue Supreme Court, on appeal, aftirmed the ge- 
cision of this court. The second Controller, 
however, while concurring in the decision so fur 
as it relates to present and future cases, doubts 
his power ta reopen accounts that have already 
been settied. He has submitted this question to 
the «t urney General, and is awaiting ois opinion 
vefore proceeuing With the cases, 


The annual report of Gov. Wolfley of Arizona, 
has this to say about the Mormons: “ Moral- 
ly and politically, they are unwelcome and a 


dangerous element. Arizona had a law dis- 
franchising all who practiced, taught.or en- 
couraged polygamy. The first legislative act 
signed by my late predecessur was the repeal 
of thatact. I request and urge that Congress 
repeal the repealing act and re-establish the 
above Territorial law. Politically, the Mor- 
mons seem to have adopted the plan 
of sending colonies, or ‘stakes’ to the 
surrounding ‘Territories in sufficient num- 
bers to torma balance of power between 
the two political parties. ‘hey are willing to 
trade with either, but remain true only so long 
as the interests of the Church are best served. 
The Church is their law and all.other law is 
subservient to the orders of the Church. The 
Mormons in this Territory number about 
8,00u.” The taxable property of tne Territory 
is $26,575,692; the Territorial indebtedness, 
$752,000; the population, (1882,) 82.976. Mr. 
Wolfley speaks of the necessity of another rail- 
road to stimulate competition and obtain lower 
railroad rates. 

Gov. Shoup of Idaho, in his report, says Idaho 
claims ali the esseatial qualifications necessary 
for Statehood. He says there are over 25,000 
people in Idaho who are adherents of the Mor- 
mon faith, The population of thafTerritory is 
118,777. Polygamy, however, i8 not at the 
present time openly practiced in the Territory, 
but the Governor adds that it is practiced se- 
cretly to a limited extent. 


Numerous applications have been made to 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the position 
of Inspector of Foreign Vessels. He found that 


the controlling reason in most instances for the 
anxiety to secure these places was the limited 
amount of work the inspectors have had to per- 
form. Several of these places have for a num- 
ber of years past been sinecures, as not more 
than ten or a dozen fureign vessels would 
in @ year take advantage of the law per- 
mitting their examination by officers of the 
Uniteu States Government. The Secretary has 
therefore decided to dispense altogetner with 
the services of the Inspectors of Foreign Ves- 
sels at Philadelphia, New-Orleans,: and San 
Francisco, and te have what slight duties they 
would be calied upon to do performed by the 
local inspectors. ‘the salary of the foreign in- 
spectors who have been dropped is $2,000 a 
year each. 


{f the preliminary tests of the pressure indi- 
cators to be used on the second trial of the 
cruiser Baltimore are completed by that time,

AT THE MERCY OF SHARKS. 


DAKOTA FARMERS DEMANDING A STRICT 
USURY LAW. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Oct. 21.—The prevailing 
great distress among the farmers in the North- 
west has roused them almost to a fury, and at 
the meating of the Legislature they will demand 


a strict usury law. The legal rate ofinterest in. 


the Territory is 12 per cent, but money 
is being loaned in this and other re- 
gions at 5 per cent. per month. Seed wheat 
was sold last Spring, in many instances, at 
$2 per bushel which was worth but 60 cents, 


and mortguges were taken not only upon teams 
but on farming implements as we.l. When the 
crops failed the mortgages upon the oi. ber stuf 
were foreclosed. ‘The Sheriff and his deputies 
are outevery day after mortgaged stock, the 
last cow being often taken. One mastitution, 
not content with taking a mortgage upon crops 
aad personal property, tuok in addilion what 
was called a “ preiiminary mortgage” upon the 
homestead, which could not be enforced in law, 
but it serves as a club, and furces the settler to 
borrow money of them to ‘prove up,” payin 
a bonus of 334, to 100 per cent. besiues the old 
debt and 23 per cent interest. 

The loss of two successive crops was bad 
enough, but the money shark is doing more 
harm .and causing more suffering than the 
drouth of 1889 or the frust of 1888. Statehood 
will enable the people to borrow money directly 
of Eastern companies, if they desire to do so. 





FOREST FIRES 1N WISCONSIN,

TAMMANY’S ANSWER IS NO 


| NOT READY TO DIVIDE WITH 


THE COUNTIES. 
A LETTER WITH VERY LITTLE CONCILI- 
- ATION: IN-IT—MR. GILROY’S COMPLI- 
MENTS TO MR. POWER. 


Tammany’s Committee of Twenty-four had a 
long meeting yesterday afternoon, and the reso- 
lution relative to union on legislative oandi- 
dates, passed by the County Democracy’s 
convention on Saturday, was before 
it! Commissioner Gilroy presided, and a 
practical answer was given the, Counties when 
the committee did not see fit to do anything to 
cause adjournments of last night’s Tammany 
Senatorial conventions, with the exception of 
that in the Eighth District. The Counties’ 
resolution was turned over to a com- 
mittes consisting of W. Bourke Cockran, 
Chamberlain Croker, Deputy Commissioner of 
Pablic Works Martin, Commissioner Gilroy, and 
Commissioner Purroy, who were instructed to 
prepare an answer and send it to the Counties. 

The Sub-Executive Committee of the County 
Democracy held a meeting in the small meeting 
room at Cooper Institute last night, partially to 
receive an answer from Tammany in 
case it was sent. Tammany’s commit- 
tee was, however, at. work preparing 
the document, and the Coy’ des’ sub-committee 


did not have a chance to / ‘uss it, for it was 
not sent. Some details of to-night’s Senatorial 
conyentions were arranged aud as most of 
the heavy weights of tne organization 
were there, the meeting was in the nature 
of a conference on ways and means for 
the election. James W. Boyle, who is 
spoken of a8 @ Man who would spend all the 
money at his command for the benefit of the 
Democratic Party, is now said to be slated for 
Register on the ticket that will have the County 
Democracy’s support. 

The Committee on Resolutions appointed at 
Saturday’s session of the convention also met 
and deliberated upon its report to the 
sub-committee. A Sub-Committee upon 
Resolutious was appointea to draft a 
platform. The S8ub-Executive Committee 
will meet again at 4 o’clock this afternvon. 
The fact that Tammany made nominations for 
the Senate iu ali but the Eighth District was 
taken by the County leaders as a pretty decided 
auewer to their communication. 

Tammavy’se answer will be received by the 
County Democracy to-day. It is in the form of 
a letter from Mr. Gilroy to Mr. Power, dated 
Oct. 21, and is as follows: 


“T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication dated Oct. 19, 1889, and to 
inform you that I submitted its contents to 
the consideration of the Executive : Committee 
of the Democratic organization of the city and 
county of New-York at a session which was hela 
this afternoon 1n Tammany Hall. I am inatructed 
to notify you that the character of the resolutions 
adopted by the body which you represent prevents

“The Tammany Hall Democracy,in its anxiety to

CURIOUS OLD DOCUMENTS UNEARTHED 
IN SALEM, MASS. 


Boston, Oct. 21.—While workmen were en- 
gaged rearranging the old records in the 
Probate Court House at Salem this afternoon a 
lot of old papers, supposed to have been 
left by the late Hon. Jamesa- Kimball, 
were discovered in a vault atilized for 
the storage of county documents by the Com- 
missioners, Among the records found were 
several witchcraft documents. There.is the 
report of the girls who frequented the Parris 
House, Salem village, and the warrants 
against Goody Currier and Martha Cur- 
rier, who were tried for witchcratt May 
31, 1692; the deposition of Benjamin Allen 
Abbott aug. 3, 1792; reports of the evidence 
against Mary Esty, and many old warrants for 
arrest and petitions for remuneration of those 
who were imprisoned during the period of the 
terrible delusion, with the list of awards to 
some of them.

DR. AYRES’S GENEROUS GIFT. 

NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 21.—Dr. Daniel 
Ayres, Emeritus Professor of Clinical Surgery 
in the Long Island College Hospital, last April 
added to-his many endowments $25,000 to Wes- 
Ieyan University, at Middletown, toward the 
establishment of a chair in biology.

THE DEMOCRATS CONFIDENT OF DE- 
FEATING MAHONE, 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 21.—Mahone has recently 
had a conference with some of his leaders with 
the alleged object of devising means for having 
the vote of his men counted on the day of elec- 
tion.

NO NEGRO NEED APPLY. 


FOR MEMBERSHIP IN THE GRAND ARMY 
IN CONNECTICUT. 


HARTFORD, Conn, Oct. 21.—The status of 
colored veterans with the Grand Army in Con- 
necticut has been disclosed with special em- 
phasis during the past week in this city by the 
course of Natnaniel Lyon Post toward the appli- 
cation of .an upright colored soldier for mem- 
bership. Frank Hamilton, the veteran in ques- 
tion, was a member of the Twenty-ninth Con- 
necticut Regiment, and his record in the service 
was without a flaw of any sort. The Twenty- 
ninth was commanded during a portion of its 
career by Col. David Torrance, who was re 
cently appointed to the Supreme Court bench. 
Hamilton has Veen aresident of the city fora 
number of years, living an honorable life. The 
only objection that could be raised against him 
in considering bis application was that he was a 
neero. 

But no interpretation of the Grand Army 
regulations could admit of the validity of such 
an objection, and the applicant was reported as 


eligible. The epponents of the negro in the 
post organized un the spot against Hamilton’s 
admission. Capt. James ‘I. Sherman, who was 
elected a member of the Board of Assessors 
here a Year ago throngh Grand Army votes, 
ana holds an important office in the post, was 
the leader of the opposition, and declared in 
his own language that ‘“ they did not want any 
—— niggers in the Grand army.” Under the 
‘*pblackvall” system which prevails in the 
order Hamilton’s election was impossible. 
After a month’s struggle his application has 
been withdrawn and the. opponents of negro 
comradeship in the Grand Army have won 
what they consider a signal triumph. 

The fact that United States Senator Hawley 
and Congressman William E.. Simonds are both 
members and Past Commanders of Nathaniel 
Lyon Post makes its action one of wide interest. 
Congressman Simonds was in Washington, how- 
ever, at the time the post went on record as op- 
posed to negro membershipof the Grand Army, 
but Gen. Hawley has been here through the 
controversy. 

Neither of them can afford to let this Grand 
Army policy pass unrebuked. The disclosure is 
one that will awaken the indignation of colored 
men in every part of the State.

The truth is, the Grand 
Army in this State is under the management. of 
politicians, and it is doubtful whetherits regen- 
eration is possible, 





BOODLERS ALARMED AGAIN. 


CANADA MAY YET PROVE AN UN- 
HEALTHY RESORT FOR THEM. 


Ottawa, Ontario, Oct. 21.—American boodlers 
resident in Canada were rejoicing a few days 
ago over the announcement that the imperial 
authorities had refused to assent to the Weldon 
Extradition bill passed last session by the Do 
winion Parliament. Tueir happiness, however, 
wiil be short-lived. Sir John Thompson, Minis- 
ter of Justice, stated to THE TIMES’s correspond- 
ent to-day that he had received no official ad- 
vices on the subject. The measure, it will be 


seen,is still under the consideration of the 
salisbury Government. It provides for the sur- 
render of fugitive criminals to all countries, no 
inmatter whether those countries have un extra- 
dition arrangement with Canada or not. . 

The impression prevails here that the meas- 
ure will be allowed to go into operation, al- 
though the Dominion Parliament, by enacting 
it, ventured into a wider field than many politi- 
cians declaré was contemplated by the Consti- 
tution granted the Dominion by the Imperial 
Parliament. 





THE “CHIOAGO TIMES” STOCK. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The Grand Jury to-day 
considered the case of James J. West and 
Charles E. Graham, held by Justice Brayton on 
a charge of fraudulently over-issuing stock of 
the Chicago ZJimes Company, and found an in- 
dictment against them. 

Three matters were decided against Mr. West 
during the day. Tho first was the indictment 
by the Grand Jury, next Judge Waterman 
mnade a ruling refusing to issue @ mandamus 
to compel the recoguition of West’s associate, 
W. A. Paton, as a Director of the Simes Com- 
pany, aud, tinally, came important proceedings 
in the Federal Cour: before Judge Blodgett. 

The latter held that while on the surface 
there appeared to pe several issues in the vill 
involving ail the defendants, there was ia re- 
ality but one point to be deciced, the others 
being of litle import. Tnis point was the own- 
ership of the 5,001 shares of Jémes Company 
stock in which the Hulskamps alone of the 
deteudants seemed concerned. 

‘Lhis was the only real issue of the proceeding 
and clearly constituted a ———— controversy. 
The collateral allegations in the bill could not 
affect the main issue. The court would deny 
the motion to remand to the State courts and 
would retain jurisdiction of the issue and con- 
sequently of the entire bill. 

West had contended that the controversy was 
between himself ana all the defendants and 
that therefore the State, not the Federal court, 
had control,

"A GRAND DUKE’S SAD FATE 


THER OZARS UNOLE DYING IN 
SEOLUSION. 
NICHOLAS APPROACHING A HAPPY RE- 
LEASE FROM LONG SUFFERING, DIS- 
GRACE, AND INSOLVENCY. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 21.—Grand Duke Nicho- 
las, uncle of the Ozar, is dying from a cancer- 
ous affifetion of the ear. 


The Grand Duke Nicholas for many months 
past has remained tu the strictest seclu- 
sion, refusing to ace even the members of 
his family and pormitting only hia doctors 
and confidential attendants to have access 
ta the darkened apartments in which he is 
spending the sad evantide of his life. Once the 
most handsome and chivalrous-looking member 
of the imperial family, he now presents a most 
shocking appearance. The entire lower portion 
of the left side of bis face and neok is afflicted 
with a terrible form of cancer, the progress of 
whieh it has been impossible to arrest, and 
which is rapidiy and surely eating its way into 
his vitala, 6 is 0 longer able to take nourish- 
ment.in a normal manner, and the rupture of 
the jogular vein is expected to occur at any 
moment 

Death will therefore come to him in the form 

of a happy release from terrible sufferings both 
ofa puysical and mental nature. Even wheo 
his faverite son was married, two montns 
ago, in the apartmeuts adjoining those ocoupied 
by himself, he resolutely deciined to aamit 
either the bridegroom or the bride to his presence 
for the purpose of receiving his cohgratulations 
ami Dlessing, He leaves his tamily practically 
penniless and altogether dependent on the 
charity and bounty of the Czar. Notwithstand- 
ing the enormous amonnt of his pilferings and 
of the “ backsheesn” whieh be exacted from the 
military contractors during the Turko-Russian 
war of 1877, aud which ied to his disgrace and 
suumary removal from all active command in 
the army, he has fer six years past been in 
a state of absolute insolvency. Indeed, 
the iupossibility of recovering from him 
any part of the amount due on his 
netes in the possession of the banker of 
the imperial family, Baron Fehleisen, led to 
the latter's ruin and suicide, with particularly 
tragical circumstances, a couple of years ago, 
It was shortly after that that the Czar deprived 
him of any farther control of bis emoluments, 
income, and estates, and appointed trustees to 
take charge thereof, in the same Mmauner as if 
the Grand Dake had been afilicted with insan- 
ity. Hew keenly his Imperial Highness felt the 
disgrace those who have caught a glimpse of 
him sipee that time, and whe have been able to 
recognize in the shrunken and broken old man 
the once gay. rollicking, and gigantic Com- 
inanderin Chief of the Russian forcesin Eu- 
rope, Gan alone describe.

Tne 
voard was. legalized at Albany. McGinn and 
Van Pelt led the opposition to the new board. 
The former went to Albany and got the law re- 
pealed. The pilots were jubilant, but their Joy 
was shortlived. The fight was unequal an 
McGinn was beaten. ~ 

His influence was strong enough, however, to 
gain for bimself the appointment as Harbor- 
master at the hands of Gen. Dix. All through 
his term of office McGinn, aided by his partner, 
barassed the Pilot Commissioners by recogniz- 
ing those pilots who had been refused licenses 
by the board, Van Peit was keen énough to see 
that the fight his partner and he were waging 
was a losing one, and he dissolved their business 
ties and cut adrift from MoGinn. This was 
nearly thirty years ago. McGinn died in 1887. 

Capt. Van Pelt in his day sailed and was part 
ownet of the pilot boats New-York, Enchant- 
ress,é¢Isaac Webb, and Columbia. He com- 
manded the Webb twenty-eight years ago. It 
is about @ dozen yeurs since this boat foundered 
just off the harbor of New-Londov. The En- 
chantress was lost off the Jersey coast during 
the blizzard, all hands perishing. The New- 
York 18 now in trade along the Japanese coast. 
The Columbia was run down a few years ago 
by the Alaska just off Fire Isiand. None of the 
crew was saved, and Capt, Van Pelt took the 
blow 80 much tu heart that he never went 
aboard a pilot boat again. He got out of busi- 
ness himself, surrendering his interests to his 
son, Frank P. Van Pelt.

JUDGE WALLACE’S DECISION. 

Judge Wallace of. the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of New-York 
has rendered a decision in the petition of Morris 
and the American Live Stook Transportation 
Company for a mandamus against the Dela 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad Com- 
pany, The decision was formally filed on Sat- 
urday. The case was simply this: Morris, a 
shipper of cattle, desired to ship his stock over 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Road 
in cars of special construction belonging to the 
American Live Stock Transportation Company, 
The railroad refused to transport the stock un- 


der these conditions, and Morris and the Amer- 
isan Live Stock Transportation Company jointl 
brought suit for a mandamus, claiming unjus 
discrimination against them, ‘because the rail- 
road was wont to receive cattle from other 
shippers in cars belonging to the Lackawanna 
Live Stock Express Company. 

The return by the raspondent denied gen- 
erally any unjust discrimination and-set forth 
that it had entered into a contract with the 
Lackawanna Live Stock Express Company for 
a term of five years for the use of its cars; that 
such cars were not used exclusively by any one 
shipper, but were available to all shippers; that 
these cars, unlike those of the American Live 
Stock Company, could’ be used for coal as well 
as cattle, and that, in consideration of the spe- 
cial contract, the defandant agreed to use the 
cars upon its road and pay mileage therefor as 
if such Cars were furnished by a connecting 
company. Furthermore, the return alleged that 
in consequence of this arrangement the railroad 
company and several other trunk line companies 
had agreed to discontinue hauling private stock 
cars, except for horses, To-this return the re- 
laters demurred and moved for a peremptory 
mandamus. Judge Wallace says in his decision: 


“Tt is unnecessary to decide in the present case 
whether the respondent would be guilty of unjust 
discrimination toward the American Live Stock 
‘Transportation Company or indirectly toward Mor- 
Tis if it should refuse to enter into such an ar- 
rangement with that company as it has made with 
the Lackawanna Live stock Express Compaay. 
‘The respondext does not prevent either relator 
from transporting cattle over its road in the cars 
turpished toit by the Lackawanna Live Stock Kx- 
press Company, and if the facts set forth in the re- 
turn are true the cars belonging to the Lackawanna 
Live Stock Express Company differ so in construc- 
tion from those of the American Live Stock Trana- 
portation Company, as well as from those of ordi- 
nary private stock cars, that the respondent can 
use them more profitably and conveuiently than 
tie others, because they can be used for its ordinary 
coal trafic when not in use for carrying cattle. 

‘So, also, it the factsinu the return are true, the 
contract made with the Lackawanna Express Com- 
pany secures to the respondent the advantage of 
having 4 definite number of cars always at its dis. 
posal for use in its general business, an advantage 
which 1t could not have by using the cars of the 
American Live Stock Company, or the cars of any 
other shipper, in the absence of such a contract. 
Thus, there are reciprocal rights and obligations 
ariging from the contract between the respondent 
and the Lackawanna Live Stock Express Company, 
and special circumstances in their relations 
affecting the question of compensation, which 
are not present in the conditions of 
the service which the relators demand. In 
short, there ia no unjust discrimination toward the 
Telators as to rates, because the respondent does 
not refuse to curry traffic for them under sabstan- 
tially similar circumstances and conditions to those 
of its service for the Lackawanna Live Stock Rx. 
press Company; and for the same reason it does not 
give the latter any unreasonable preterence or aid- 
Vantage over the relator, bat only such a preference 
or advantage as it may fairly give, because of the 
difference in cost, expense, and the exceptional 
character of the service. 

“If it were shown that the respondent refuses to 
receive traiiic in the cars of the American Live 
| Stock Transportation Company while receiving it 
for another in substantially the same way, then it 
might be competent to decide that the relators are 

revented from having their tratiic moved upon like 

avorable terms or conditions, and the question of 
compensation might be determined ata later stage 
in thecase. Untilthis is shown, however, they do 
not ire out a case for the intervention of the 
court.”

Oné of the Assistant Secretaries will be ae- 
tailed to attend the meetings of each of these 
committees.

Mr. Hall suggested that steam launches, in 
view of the rapid rate at which they go, should 
carry & distinctive light. It would soon be neo- 
essary, he said. to provide distinctive lights for 
naphtha boats, hydraulic boats, and all the 
other new and unusual forms of naval archi- 
tecture now becoming so numerous, 

Mr. Goodrich spoke of the necessity of provid- 
ing powerful lights for tne swifter vessels of 
the ocean. Some years ago a steamer overtook 
@ sailing vessel at the rate of a mile in three 
minutes; now the rate is reduced to a mile in a 
minute andahalf. The power .of the lights to 
be carried shuuld be graded to the speed of the 
Vessel upon which they are placed. It was nec- 
essary, however, to keep in mind that the rules 
should bv kept few in number, for if many addi- 
tions were made the sailors to whom the ea- 
forcement of the rules must be referred would 
become confused and memory would fail to 
carry thew all. 

Mr. A. Schneider of Denmark said it was the 
opinion of the Danish delegation that open 
boats should be excluded from the rule under 
consideration. 

Caps Richard of France, in his native tongue, 
epoke in tavor of a suggestion that sailing ves- 
seis should carry lights as high up in the rigging 
as, those of steamers. 

Sir Admiral Bowden-Smith expressed the 
opinion that the saiis of a vessel can be seen 
more clearly at night than the lights of a 
steamer, 

Mr. Verney of Siam formulated into a resoiu- 
tion the suggestion of Mr. Goodrich that the 
intensity of a steamer’s lights be graded ac- 
cording to its maximum speed. At this point 
Capt. Sampson of the United States said that in 
view of certain suggestions which had pveen 
made he desired an expression of the con- 
ference upon abandoning the use of colored 
lights, As the outcome of some discussion, in 
which Mr. Hali of England said he believed 
there was an overwhelming opinion among 
sailers that the old lights be retained, the fol- 
he resolution was proposed by Mr. Good- 

1eh: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the conference 
that there shali be no change in the masthead and 
colored lights as at present used. 

This resolution was carried unanimouely. 
This was the first definite vote taken py the 
cohference on any proposition presented to it. 

Mr. Goodrich said that at various times there 
had been some discussion as to definition of 
terms. He therefore proposed the foliowing: 

“The term ‘Starboard your helm’ shall mean that 
the wheel or tiller, ruddér and bow &hail go to star- 
board, and the term ‘Port your heim’ shall mean 
that the wheel or tiller, rudder and bow shall go to 
port.” 


At the suggestion of Mr. Hall this went over 
until the steering rules come up for amendment, 

At the afternoon session Mr. Hallof England 
suggested that an independent section be in- 
serted in the article relating to lights of sailing 
vessels, to the effect that such vessels show a 
flash light or use a detonating signal. 

Capt. Richard responded that the signals pro- 
posed were not of sufficient duration; that 
what was needed was a light at the masthead. 

When the convention began consideration of 
Article XI, covering sound signals for fog, 
&ec., the most interesting discussion of the pro- 
ceedings so far began. Mr. Hall desired a spe- 
citic definition of terms long and short sounds. 
At the end of Section A, which reads, “A 
steamship under way shall make with her 
steam whistle or other steam sound signal, at 
intervals of not more than two minutes, a pro- 
longea blast,” he suggested that these words be 
added: ‘‘of about four seconds’ duration.” He 
also suegested the insertion of @ new Section 
B, as follows: : 

“A steamship not at anchor and without way, 
having shut down her engine, shail sound at inter- 
vais of two minutes two long blasts, separated by 
ap interval of two s¢conds.” 

In Section ©, to carry out the same idea, he 
desired to change the words “ when not under 
way” to “when not at anchor.” Section would 
then read: : 


“ A steamship and a sailing vessel, when not un- 
der way, shali at intervals of not more than two 
minutes ring the bell.” 

Mr. Goodrich suggested that the words “ rap- 
idly for tive seconds” be added. 

Cept. Sampson of the United States here 
raised the question of the expedienty of adopt- 
ing.a system of sound signais to indicate the 
direction or course of a ship in foggy weather. 

Mr. Goodrich read to the confefeuce along 
letter on the objects of the International Marine 
Conference from Francis W. Houghton, Super- 
intendent of the Maritime Association of the 
Port of New-York. ; 

Delegate Hall said that Mr. Houghton was 
the projector of the conference and that the 
body was in session because of the efforts of 
the Maritime Association. 

Mr. Houghton set forth at leneth in his letter 
the necessity for the adoption of some code of 
signals by which vessels invisible to each 
other in thick weather may indicate the di- 
reotion in which they are moving and thus 
diminisn the chances of collision. He suggest- 
ed the adoption, of a system of musical signals 
consisting of wo or three notes, produce 
by whisties or fog horns, vessels going north 
to indicate it by the rising scale; vessels 
going south by the descending scale; vessels 
going cast by a single note followed by the 
other two sounding together; vessels going 
west by all notes sounding together, followed 
by a single low note. He suggests the use, by 
small vessels,in addition to the flash light 
usually carried by them, of a detonating bomb, 
to be thrown astern in the air, warning vessels 
not to approach too Closely. 

The communication was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Sound Signals. 

Mr. Hall presented to the conference a com- 
munication on the subject, in the shape of let- 
ters to the marine department of the English 
Board of Trade, in reply to a request for opin- 
fons upon the question: “Is it practicable and, 
if so, is it desirable to intruduce some system 
of course or route indicating sound signals, to 
be made by steamships under way in fog, mist, 
or falling snow, when neither can see the other?’ 
To this, replies were received from 119 masters 
and 10 owners and societies, Who oppose the 
introduction of any compulsory « system 
of sound signals; from 48 masters and 
2 owners, who advocated the adoption 
of simple signals, and from twenty-eight mas- 
ters and one seamen’s society, who advocated 
the adoption of a more complete PF plete The 
chiet reasons given by those wh@ object to the 
introduction of any system of fog signals are the 
confusion they would cause in crowded waters, 
the diticulty of locating sounds in fogs, the 
taise confiaence they would give to officers in 
charge of the vessels using them, and the con- 
siderable degree of skill and experience neces- 
gary to gen pen the possibility of mistake in 
the event of any compiex system being adopted. 

Mr. Hubert of the Netherlands presented the 
following proposed changes to Article XIL:

THE DILLARD MORDER "IAL, 


MRS. DILLARD TESTIFIES AGAINST THE 
PRISONER. 


Easton, Penn., Oct. 21.—The trial of William 
H. Bartholomew for the murder of Washington 
Dillard was stopped suddenly about noon to- 
day by Mrs. Dillard (who is charged with com- 
plicity in the murder) coming Into court with 
Sheriff Miller, determined to go on the stand 
and tell all she knew about the murder of her 
husband, then plead guilty to murder in the 
second degree, and accept sentence in accora- 
ance with that grade of crime. Her counsel ob- 
jected, but when théy saw,she was determined 
they had Judge Reeder adjourn the court until 
later in the day. The Judge, District Attorney, 


and Mrs. Dillard’s lawyers thon adjourned to a 
private rvoom to consult as to the best course to 
pursue. 

The court reconvened at 2 o’clock, and Mrs, 
Dillard was placed on the stand. After ashort 
conversation with her lawyers, she said: | 

“fam thirty-two years oid, lived in Bartholo- 
mew’s house two years, was criminally in- 
timate with him there, and at the last place we 
lived. My husband intended to move to Mercer 
County and he told Bartholomew that we were 
going. Bartholomew was at our house the 
night’ before my husband was shot He 
had Dillard’s gun with him, and said he 
would take the nipple off it and come next 
night between 1 and 2 o’clook; that he would 
make the chickens Cackle and that myself and 
husband should taen come out in the yori that 
he would be at the big onerry tree and shoot my 
husband that night. [ awoke’ my husband 
when! heard the noise, and he, myself, and son 
went down to the yard, husband carrying 
the gun which I had handed him and a lantern, 
Wheat he got to the tree,I told him to look up 
the tree; I then heard # noise, and my husband 
came back and fell dead on the porch. 

“ Bartholomew wanted to rent the farm, and 
said we would all live together. We woutin’t 
agree tothas He then wanted me to go West 
and live with him. I said I would not go as 
long as my hasband lived. I would have been 
ten times better oft if I had never seen Bar- 
tholomew.” 

Here the witness broke down and began to 
cry. On cross-examination it was admitted 
that she was promised that her sentenee would 
be changed to imprisonment for life if she went 
on the stand. : 

Mrs. Dillard was then taken Dack to jail and 
the trial of Bartholoniew proceeded.

“SILVER DOLLAR” GRATES ON 
HIS EARS IN COURT. 
JUDGE MARTINE STYLES THE PEOPLE's 
CASE MBAGRE, BUT WILL GIVE IT 
‘TO THE JURY—MONEY FOR VOTERS, 


Assemblyman “Silver Dollar” Smith was 
placed on trial in the Court of General Sessions 
before Judge Martine yesterday, charged with 
bribing voters in the Highth Assembly District 
on election day last year. The prosecution de- 
pended wholly on the evidence of Pinkerton 
detectives. Four of them were oalled. They 
were detafled to duty. in the Twelfth Election 
District of the Eighth Assembly District at the 
instance of the City Reform Club. 

When the prosecution rested Judge Martine 
considered it proper to characterize the peo- 
ple’s case as meagre, but he did not feel justi- 
fied in complying with Lawyer Hummel’s re- 
quest to acquit. He preferred to let the jury 
take the case. Mr. Hummel then made the 
opening address tor the defense, and the case 
went over until this morning. 

Smith was attended in court by Charlés 
Jackson, Edward Butler, and Morris Isaacs, 
who are also under indictment on the same 
charge, and by a number of sympathetic 
Eighth District statesmen. John J, O'Brien 
considered it well to lend his presence in the 
morning, but he did not stay very long, Smitn 
looked as if he would have preferred to be 
directing his canvass for renomination, but 
when the jury drawing began he showed some 
interest inthe case. The jury was procured 
without delay. While talesmén were being 6x- 


amined somebody valled Smith by the name his 
constituents love so wel—‘'silver Dollar 
Smith’—and, thereupon, Mr. Hummel mad6 a 
vigorous protest. By diréction of Judge Mar- 
tine the defendant thereafter was spoken of as 
“ Mister’ Smith. 

Assistant District Attorney Dos Passos opened 
for the peodlea. He ssid the attention of the 
whole country had been directed tor-years to 
the Eighth Assembly District. It was a well- 
established fact that votes vould be purchased 
there for from $2 to $5. He hoped the jury’s 
verdict would put an end to the practice for- 
ever. The people would show that the de- 
tendant, acting with three or four men, openly 
bought votes On the last election day, and it 
would be shown that Smith stood at his bar, 
which Was Open in Violation of thé excise law, 
being next-door to a polling place, and distrib- 
uted money through his agents to voters. 

‘Alfred E. Price, the first Pinkerton man, de- 
scribed the * Silver Dollar’ saloon. He said he 
wae in the saloon from 7:10 A. M. until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, Smith was in the sa- 
loon most of th@eday. He saw Morris Isaacs 
and Smith go to the safe. Smith took out some 
money and handed it to Isaacs. Isaacs then 
Went into a closet withaman. The witness 
followed thém. He heard. the man say: “I 
can’t get $10? I want $10.” Isaacs sald: 
* You can’t get $10. Zwei is as well as you 
can do.” Price then saw the voter tuck what 
he thought was a two-dollar bill into his vest 
pocket. Isaacs, holding the man by the arm, 
Went through the saloon to the polling place, 
next door, at 62 Essex-street. The witness fol- 
lowed them and attempted to enter the polling 
place with them, but he was stopped by a po- 
liceman. He could see, however, that the voter 
_— the ballot which Isaacs had given 


2. 

To Mr. Hummel on cross-examination the 
witness said that he heard no conversation be- 
tween Isaacs and Smith. He saw Edward But- 
ler, who was acting as cashier in the saloon, 
give Isaacs money. 

Carson Doscher, also a Pinkerton man, saw 
Eaward Butiéer, Morris Isaacs, Charles Jackson, 
and Charles Smith in »mith’s saloon on éleotion 
day. Hesaw Butler band Smith money which 
Butler took from the safe. 

. J. Perry, connected with the Pinkerton 
agenoy in Boston, who was ordered here to 
wateh voters in the Eighth District last elec- 
tion day, tesified that he heard Isaacs ask But- 
ler for $10; Butler gave it to him, Isaacs then 
took a man into the closet and promised to gre 
him $2. it ‘was accepted. That was at 7:15 
A. M, Smith was not then in the saleon., 

Perry also said that he had seen Charlies Jack- 
son walking to and from the polls with voters, 
and he had seen Butler give him money. 

‘‘Jackson is in court,” said Mr. Hummel. 
** Identify. him.” 

The detective left the stand and looked the 
crowG over carefully, but he couldn’t find Jack- 
son, 

“Stand up, Jackson,” ordered Mr. Hummel 
Jackson did s0, aud the detective declared that 
he was not the man who was pvinted out to him 
on election day as Jackson. 

Thomas Duncan, a carpenter, who was e6n- 
gaged by thé Pinkertons on election day, said 
that he saw Smith and Butler in conversation 
outside the saloon. He heard Smith say, ‘““No 
more at two.” It was then about 3 o’clook. 

Mr. Hummel looked surprised when Assistant 
District Attorney Jerome announced that the 
people rested. e then moved for Smith’s ac- 
quittal on the ground that the evidence before 
the court was that Smith had had nothing to do 
with bribing anybody. A weaker case for the 
people had never been made out. Compared 
with the Smith case, he said, the evidence pro- 
duced on the trial of Christian Goetz, who was 
at gy was very strong. The prosecution 
had, at least in that case, been able to produce 
the man who, it was alleged, was bribed. 

Mr. Jerome responded, arguing that the giving 
of money to a particular voter as described by 
the witness Price justified the conviction of 
Smith. It was not possible for a man to believe 
that Smith was not-cognizant of the acts of 
men who were clearly his agents. 

Judge Martine was of the opinion that the 
whole case for the people was, meagre, un- 
deniably meagre. But as the case was & most 
i — one he preterred that it should go to 

e jury. 

Mr. Hummel, in his opéning for the defense, 
declared that the defendant had been clamoring 
fora trial from the day an indictment was 
found against him. Smith, he said, was what 
was known as a “politician.” While he had 
made many friends, he had also made many 
enemies. But for five terms he had been chosen 
by the suffragists of the Eighth District to rep- 
resent them in the Legisiature.. If ne had been 
a dishonest mah, would the press and the P ana 
ple éver have permitted him to hold office for a 
second term? The defense would prove that 
the statements abont taking money from the 
safe were false. It would be shown that the 
combination was lost two years ago and that 
the safe had not since been opened. He char- 
acterized as a serious omission on the part of 
the prosecution the failure to give the names of 
the men who were bribed. 


NO JURY YET OBTAINED. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Five different times to-day 
the Cronin jary was complete unless the tales- 
manon the stand at the moment was subjected 
to a peremptory challenge. Three times the 
prosecition interposed and twice the de- 
fense. To-night the jury was still incom- 


plete, four jurors having yet to be sworn in, but

A BIG GERMAN TROUT. 
From the Rochester Democrat, Oct. 15. 

M. A. Green caught the largest German trout 
Friday that has ever been taken from a stream 
in this country. The fish weighed six and one- 
half pounds, measured twenty-five inches, and 
contained over five thousand eggs, which are 
now in water at the Caledonia fish patobery, 
The trout was in the wild pond near the hatob- 
ery, trying to get up a small raceway to spawn, 
when Mr. Green’s men saw it and finally capt- 
ured it. The spawn from which the first Ger- 
man trout were put in Spring Creek arrived 
from Germany in the Spring of 1884. This be- 
ing the case, this fish could not have been over 
six years old. F. J. Amsden caught one in 1888 
that weigued five pounds and six ounces, 
Messrs. Hart and Babcock caught one this 
Spring that weighed six pounds and two ounces.

A TEN-STORY STRUCTURE TO BE ERECTED 
BY THE JERSEY CENTRAL.

Whatever may be thought in other re- 
spects of the final, or at least of the latest, 
utterance of the voluble TANNER, it must 
be owned that it is a very embarrassing 
document for the Harrison Administration.

The name of an entirely worthy and re-

He is treated by his class not only as an 
equal, but in respect of one exceptional 
talent as its best man, and it has bestowed 
upon him the highest honor in its gift. It

swer to a false charge respecting the spirit 
that prevails in the venerable university 
at Cambridge.

The story told by the Chicago Tribune 
and by TANNER concerning the procure- 
ment of a “rerating” and $6,300 in back 
pay by Gen. WiLL1aM H. Powe Lt of Iili- 
nois upon the recommendation of Secretary 
NosBLE is declared by Mr. NOBLE to be 
false, so far as it alleges that he had any- 
thing to do with the transaction. He de- 
nies that he gave to POWELL any letter 
urging Commissioner BLack to do. some- 
thing for him, and declares that he did not 
know that PowWELL had applied for a “ re- 
rating” until the charge had been made, If 
TANNER has any reply to this denial he 
should make it withoutdelay. Itis not de- 
nied by any one that POWELL was “‘rerated” 
four days before TANNER became Commis- 
sioner or that his pension was multiplied 
by four without any medical examination 
to show that such an increase was warrant- 
ed, or that he received $6,300 in back pay. 
Secretary NOBLE could have felt no emo- 
tion but disgust when he learned that his 
own candidate for Commissioner of Pen- 
sions had exemplified under his own ad- 
ministration of the Interior Department 
the abuses which he has denounced in 
his letters to TANNER. As for POWELL, 
he seems to have made a_ pretty 
good thing out of his candidacy and his 
journey to Washington. He was willing to 
undertake the work of the head of a bu- 
reau that disburses $88,000,000 annually, 
but when he failed to get. the office he was 
willing and even anxious to be known as a 
man so completely disabled that his pension 
ought to be multiplied by four, even with- 
out an examination, and that the increase 
ought to be dated back twenty-five years. 
Will he now follow Senator MANDERSON’S 
example and ask for an examination? 
Will his friend Secretary NOBLE suggest to 
him the propriety of taking that course? 


North Carolina’s proposal to have a great 
celebration at Fayetteville next month of 
her ratification of the Constitution of the 
Unifed States ought to prove an interest- 
ing event. That instrument became bind- 
ing in the Summer of 1788, when nine 
States had ratified it; but the old North 
State came into the procession-in rather 
more leisurely fashion, on the 21st of No- 
vember, 1789, or nearly two years after 
Delaware, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, and 
some other of her sister States had an- 
nounced their respective approvals. At 
that time not only had the new Congress 
been elected: and been many months in ses- 
sion, but President WASHINGTON had been 
inaugurated, his Cabinet had been chosen, 
and, in short, all the executive and legis- 
lative machinery was in motion. South 
Carolina on one side of her and Virginia on 
the other had long before given their ad- 
hesion to the new order of things. How- 
ever, North Carolina is all right in making 
so much of the centenary of her very delib- 
erate step, taken a hundred years ago, 
making rather more of it, in fact, than 
some of the States which ratified more rap- 
idly have made of theirs. Doubtless next 
year we shall’ see a display of enthusiasm 
from Little Rhody, which put in the thir- 
teenth ratification on May 29, 1790. 








It is not to be supposed that Judge Mar- 
TINE, when he yesterday refused the motion 
of “Silver Dollar’ SMITH’s counsel to dis- 
miss the case against his client, had any 
intention to characterize the evidence as 
**meagre” for the purpose of influencing the 
jury. Butitis not impossible that the jury 
might beinfluenced by the court’s phrase, 
und that is a result that we are sure Judge 
MARTINE would regret as much as any one 
éould, for he is too good a lawyer and too 
good a Judge not to know that the jury 
must themselves weigh all evidence with- 
out any bias caused by the remarks, casual 
or other, of the court. 








NOT A SURPRISE AT ALL. 

Two Philadelphia journals have curi- 
ously similar comments to make on the 
appointment to TANNER’S place of Gen. 
Raum. The Daily Telegraph, which enjoys 
the distinction of being a very independ- 
ent Republican paper, says: “ President 
HARRISON has solved the Pension Com- 
missionership tangle in a way that will 
surprise the whole country.” The Record, 
which is Democratic, but also extremely 
independent, says: “‘Even. to those best 
acquainted with the intellectual capacity, 
moral fibre, and political aspirations of 
President HARRISON the tidings of the 
appointment of Gen. GREEN B. Raum of 
Illinois to be Commissioner of Pensions 
has been a notable surprise.” The reason 
for the ‘‘surprise”’ expressed by these two 
papers, alike in their candid and honest 
way of treating public questions, though 
differing in their general political asso- 
ciations, is the same for both; and as the 
Republican Telegraph puts this reason quite 
as strongiy as the Democratic Record, 
though naturally in a slightly politer 
form, we call the attention of our readers 
to whatit hastosay. _ 

Gen. Raum’s name “‘has never been con- 
spicuous among those of politicians or 
public officials who commanded any wide 
degree of public confidence.” During his 
term as Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
‘*he managed frequently to bring himself 
before the public in connection with polit- 
ical management in a way that showed his 
entire sympathy with what has come to be 
known so odiously as ‘ practical politics,’ 
and no man in Illinois to-day is more dis- 
tinctively 9 representative of this element 
in the party than the ex-Commissioner.” 

“ He is a thorough-paced machine politician 
who is everready to accomplish his ends by 
the application of the ordinary machine 


methods, and certainly there never has been a 
time when he could have commanded for any 








| high office in the Government, especially one 


with discretionary powers involving many 
millions of dollars, the indorsement of that 
class of oltizens to whom the President distinct- 
ly deferred when he tore TANNER 80 desperate- 
ty from the chair to which he defiantly clung 
to the very last, and to whom he must look in 
the future if his Administration is to command 
general confidence and support. * * * 

“‘pernaps Commissioner Raum will meet 
a@ very reasonable expectation in the place as- 
signed him, and will even bring credit to the 
President, the Administration, the Republican 
Party and the country; but if he does it will be 
in spite ofthe fact that his political record 
on the past twenty years does not justify 
any such hope. The President has lost a mag- 
niticent opportunity to retrieve the fearful 
mistake made in the selection of TANNER. For 
reasons, it is to be supposed, satisfactory to 
himself, he has chosen a man for whom he must 
stand sponsor before the country; one who 
does not in himself, in the public estima t on, 
come up to the high requirements to be filled. 
In a word, he has taken another tremendous 
Tk.” 

In very much the same tone the Record 
says: 

“If it be the desire of President HARRISON 
that the Pension Bureau shall be used as a 
mighty engine to influence the political action 
of pensioners—to control, in short, what is 
known as the ‘soldier vote’—then the install- 
ment of Mr. Raum at the head of the Pension 
Bureau might easily be explained and compre- 
hended. Is civil service reform, after all, really 
played out, as the politicians say ?” 


Certainly we have no fault to find with 
these descriptions of the character and 
career of the new Commissioner of Pen- 
sions and the old Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. They are not only justified by 
the facts of history entirely too xecent to 
have been ignored by Mr. HARRISON, but 
no other inference could have been hon- 
estly drawn from those facts. But we do 
not see why the appointment should 
create any “ surprise.‘ We do not see 
why it, or one like it, should not 
have been looked for. Gen. Raum is put in 
the Pension Bureau to do what TANNER 
was expected to do, but had not the brains 
to do—to manipulate votes for conventions 
and elections in which Mr. HARRISON is 
interested. Gen. Raum will probably be 
able to do the work laid out for TANNER 
better than TANNER could possibly have 
done it, and a good deal besides. He 
has no more scruples, but much more 
shrewdness, skill, reticence, and common 
sense than the Corporal. It is only part of 
the truth to say that TANNER was ‘torn 
from the chair to which he defiantly clung 
to the very last” out of deference to the 
better class of citizens. There were two 
other reasons. One was that TANNER is 
a peculiarly incapable politician, and 
could not at all dothe most assigned to him 
as.@ politician; the other was that TANNER’S 
misbehavior was of a sort that made scan- 
dal. He might have done things just as bad 
as CLARKSON and WANAMAKER have done, 
or worse, if they had been of a sort or done 
in away that would not attract public at- 
tention. If Mr. HARRISON had kicked him 
out openly, in obedience to the sentiment of 
those who are disgusted with his real 
character, of course Gen. RAUM, or any 
one like him, would not have been putin 
the place. But there is no evidence that 
the President was acting in obedience to any 
such motive, and no occasion for surprise 
that Gen. RAuM has been appointed. Raum 
is, so far as ‘‘ practical politics” are con- 
cerned, very much the same sort of man as 
CLARKSON, and the way CLARKSON has 
been allowed, or required, to run his part of 
the public business leaves no room for as- 
tonishment that a like man should be 
chosen to run the Pension Bureau, which 
may be made even more efficient in politics 
than the fourth-class Post Offices, because it 
dispenses money as well as patronage. So 
far from being astonished at what has taken 
place, we advise our esteemed contempo- 
raries to keep an eye out for the transfer 
of Attorney General MILLER to the Supreme 
Court Bench, and the appointment to the 
Department of Justice of a capable poli- 
tician better able than Mr. HARRISON’S law 
partner to develop the partisan resources 
of that place. That would not be “surpris- 
ing,” for this Administration ‘‘ means busi- 
ness every time.” 





INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 

Since the return to Washington of Sir 
JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE, the British Minister, 
there have been various reports, emanating 
chiefly from Ottawa, that he is under in- 
structions from Lord SALISBURY in regard 
to negotiations for the settlement of ques- 
tions now pending between this country 
and Great Britain. These relate mainly to 
the Canadian fisheries, the Behring Sea seals, 
the Alaska boundary, and the extradition 
treaty. There is every reason to assume 
that our Government will be quite ready 
to take up negotiations on these subjects, 
and it is important that the two first men- 
tioned should be settled before the opening 
of another season of fishing and seal-catch- 
ing. The modus vivendi under which trouble 
has.been to a great extent avoided on the 
fishing grounds during the last two years 
expires with the present season, and though 
it may be renewed, if negotiations for a 
final settlement of disputed points are 
pending, it is at best a makeshift, and it is 
very desirable that the whole controversy 
should be ended as speedily as possible. 

The present Administration will have a 
great advantage over the last in dealing 
with international questions, because the 
Senate is in political aceord with the Ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government and 
likely to ratify such treaties as may be ne- 
gotiated. It is true that a two-thirds vote 
will be necessary for that purpose, but it 





is to be hoped that Democratic Senators . 


will not exhibit the narrow and unpatri- 
otic spirit of partisanship which defeated 
the efforts of the Cleveland Administration 
to settle international differences. We have 
no expectation that an agreement will be 
reached in regard to the fisheries more favor- 
able tous than that which was negotiated 
through the Bayard-Chamberlain commis- 
sion. The treaty formulated at that time 
was an excellent one, and was not dealt 
with on its merits by the Senate. Its re- 
jection was due solely to the determination 
of Republican Senators to prevent a Demo- 
cratic Administration from gaining the 
credit of peacefully settling a long-pending 
and vexatious controversy. No doubt as 
good a treaty may be secured this Winter, 
possibly a better one; and even if substan- 
tially the same terms are agreed to by Sec- 
retary Brainx, the Revublican Senators

4 will find in it a marvel of sagacity 
_ dom, and the Democrats could not afford to 
' oppose it after favoring that obtained by 
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Secretary BAYARD. 

If the Behring Sea difficulty is to be set- 
tled in a manner satisfactory to this coun- 
try it must be substantially on the lines 
laid down by Mr. Bayakp in his proposals 
for the protection of seal life in the Alas- 
kan watérs. The negotiations which he 
began were allowed to drop mainly on ac- 
count of the partisan attitude of the Senate, 
which precluded all hope of final success. 
But the one important question involved is 
that of the protection of the seals from 
slaughter in the open sea, which can only 
be accomplished by international agree- 
ment, in which Great Britain must neces- 
sarily be one of the chief parties. There is 
no probability that the doctrine of the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the United States in 
the matter will be asserted on our side, and 
itis certain that it would never be con- 
ceded. But there is every reason to believe 
that Great Britain will be ready to join in 
an arrangement for the protection of seals 
from promiscuous slaughter, and if there is 
agreement on the main question there will 
be no difficulty in composing matters in 
regard to seizures in the past. There is 
reason to believe that there was some sort 
of understanding under which the peculiar 
manner of keeping up appearances and 
avoiding serious trouble was carried out 
during the past Summer, but that sort of 
thing cannot go on indefinitely. 

Among the other creditable achievements 
of the last Administration was the negotia- 
tion of an excellent extradition treaty with 
Great Britain, but it was wot ratified. The 
point upon which opposition was hung was 
the provision under which dynamiters 
might have been surrendered, It was a 
very proper provision, but the particular 
method of political warfare at which it was 
aimed seems to have been abandoned by 
the marpliots of the Irish cause, and it may 
be that it will no longer be insisted 
upon. There ought to be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining an extradition treaty 
with Great Britain which shall cover 
the offenses ordinarily. included in such 
agreements among civilized nations nowa- 
days. The fixing of the Alaska boundary 
is hardly a “* burning question,” but it may 
be the more easily settled on that account, 
and it will be the partof wisdom not to 
leave it open until it becomes the subject 
of controversy. There have been intima- 
tions of commercial questions affecting our 
relations with Canada to be brought within 
the purview of such negotiations as may be 
opened by the British Minister at Washing- 
ton, but there is not much likelihood of 
anything important in that direction. Itis 
doubtful if the time is ripe for it. 

“TABOR” AND THE CHURCH. 

The address delivered by the Pope to a 
party of French pilgrims on Sunday, as it 
is the latest, is the most authoritative of 
the expressions that show the disposition 
of the Roman Catholic Church to take 
sides rather with ‘labor’ than with 
“capital” in any conflict of the two that 
may arise between employers and em- 
ployed. Itis, however, only one of many 
such expressions. The utterances of the Car- 
dinal Archbishop of Baltimore in this coun- 
try and the recent appearance of Cardinal 
MANNING as @ Volunteer arbitrator in Lon- 
don have been in the same direction and 
have prepared the public for the official an- 
nouncement of the Pope. It is true that 
the Church in this country has not gone 
far or fast enough in this direction to meet 
the views of zealots like Dr. McGLYNNn. 
The attempt of that now unfrocked priest 
to makeit appear that the course of his 
ecclesiastical syperiors was ’ dictated by a 
sympathy with the wealthy oppressor 
against the poor oppressed was quite fu- 
tile in the face of the evidence of his in- 
subordination and contumacy, which could 
not have been overlooked by any organiza- 
tion that had any care for its own dignity 
or even its own existence. 

Certainly there is no fault to be found 
with the spirit of the Pope’s remarks, 
though the methods which he suggests for 
promoting the benefit of labor are open to 
some question. Sensible and impartial 
people in this country will distrust the 
efficacy of the “association” proposed by 
his Holiness “‘to secure the material wel- 
fare of workmen by procuring increased 
facilities for labor, inculcating pririciples of 
economy, and defending the rights and 
legitimate claims of workmen.” With the 
exception of the second clause these are the 
avowed objects of an association already 
existing in this country to secure the 
material welfare of workmen, under the 
name of the Knights of Labor; and while 
this association has no doubt secured the 
material welfare of a few leaders, ‘the rank 
and file of its membership are distinctly 
worse off than ifit had never been organ- 
ized. Trades unions are a very different 
matter. Without doubt, these have, upon 
the whole, been of ‘benefit to their members, 
though the benefit has been very unequal 
and has been apportioned among the trades 
according to the good sense and honesty of 
purpose with which the unions have been 
managed respectively. Theidea of a gener- 
al association of Labor, though it attracts 








“the imagination of PowDERLY and also of 


the Pope, when it is brought to the test of 
analysis, and much more of experiment, 
loses its attractiveness, for the interests of 
its members are thus shown to be not com- 
mon, but diverse. It must have been, we 
suspect, with his merely human and fallible 
faculties, that the Pope was operating when 
he advised the formation of sueh a body. 
This somewhat unfortunate specification 
does not affect the soundness of the Pope’s 
benevolent genoralities. It is, in fact, to 
be hoped that ‘‘Governments everywheré 
will treat the working classes with kind- 
ness and endeavor to restrain tendencies 
toward luxury and an undue desire for 
wealth,” and that ‘masters will be kind to 
their workmen,” although workmen in this 
country atleast will be apt to resent the 
correlative injunction to be “obedient to 
their masters.” At any rate, if both em- 
ployers and employed acted in the spirit of 
the Pope’s advice the world would bea 
much pleasanter place to live in than it is, 
‘and the conflicts between labor and capital 
would be much less frequent and much less 
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may, be denounced by the impatient as 
platitude, there is throughout the address 
a distinct bias in favor of the workers for 
Wages as against the payers of wages, 
Whatever may be thought of this bias upon 
any other ground, there can be little ques- 
tion that the exhibition of it upon the part 
of the Roman Catholic Church is highly 
politic. Wherever Christianity fulfills its 
purpose and bears its real meaning, it pro- 
motes democracy and opposes privilege. 
In our time the privileged classes, in coun- 
tries where they exist, are also the educated 
classes, and even in countries where there 
are no statutory or prescriptive privileges 
the prosperous and satisfied classes are the 
educated classes. It is quite plain that the 
educated classes throughout Europe are 
falling away from the Church of Rome, 
while upon the educated classes in this 
country, speaking generally, that Church 
has never had any hold. In those Euro- 
pean and South American States that are 
the strongholds of the Papacy, the indus- 
trial competition can scarcely bé said to ex- 
ist in the form in which we know it, and 
there is no reason why the Church should 
take sidesuponit. Where.it does exist the 
faithful are mainly to be found among the 
ignordnt, and these belong to the classes 
that do manual work for wages. A lack of 
sympathy with their struggles and their de- 
mands might easily alieniate from the 
Church its chief source of strength, and in 
expressing such sympathy, even to the 
point of-upholding the employersagainst the 
employed, when that point is reached, the 
Church plainly exhibits the wisdom of this 
world. 


THE RAILWAY POLICY OF CHINA. 


The liberals of China appear to have 
suffered another reverse in the abandon- 
ment of the railroad policy adopted in Au- 
gust last. The decision reached at that 
time by the Exnperor was regarded as defi- 
nite and final, but now the astrologers and 
censors seem to have gained another vic- 
tory over LI HuNG CHANG, TSENG, and the 
other eminent statesmen who have been 
contending so patiently against ignorance 
and superstition. The projected extension 
of the Tien-Tsin line was countermanded 
in January last, but the construction of a 
road 700 miles long from Pekin to Han- 
Kow was ordered at the beginning of Sep- 
tember, and it was reporte.| that contracts 
were made. Now the building of this road 
has been indefinitely postponed. 

. The Emperor’s action with respect to the 
extension of the Tien-Tsin line was caused 
indirectly by a firein the imperial palace, 
and it is probable that the unexpected with- 
drawal of the project for a road to Han- 
Kow was caused by the burning of the 
Altar of Heaven, the most sacred of all the 
religious edifices in China. When work on 
the extension of the Tien-Tsin line was 
suddenly and unexpectedly checked, there 
were 861, miles of road in use, and the sur- 
veyors had located 45 miles more. The fire 
in the palace was of incendiary origin, and 
the astrologers were induced by the con- 
servatives to declare that it was an evil 
omen, designed as a warning against the 
approach of Western inventions. Their in- 
fluence prevailed, and work on the exten- 
sion was stopped. 
| Afew weeks later the Emperor, who is 
said to have been at heart with. the liberals, 
called upon the most eminent of his 
Viceroys, provincial Governors, and Gen- 
erals for their opinions as to the expediency 
of making a system of railways. The opin- 
ions and arguments submitted in response 
to this call, which were in favor of the con- 
struction of railways throughout the coun- 
try, at least in the interior, fortified the 
Emperor in his purpose to resume the work, 
and on or about Sept. 5 there was issued 
the decree for the construction of a road 
from Pekin southward 700 miles to the 
treaty port of .Han-Kow on the Yang-tse 
River about five hundred miles from its 
mouth. The Government made bargains 
with German contractors and began nego- 
tiations in Europe for a loan of $40,000,- 
000. On the 15th inst. it was unexpectedly 
announced that the prosecution of the 
project. had. been postponed, and it was 
reported that there had been difficulty 
about raising money. But only two or 
three weeks before this date the Altar of 
Heaven had been burned, and it is difficult 
to avoid the conclusion that to this event 
we should look for the real cause of this 
curious change of policy. 

A fire in this structure has been regarded 
as a warning of deep significance. The 
censors reported that the altar itself had 
been struck by lightning, but other reports 
declare that this fire, like that in the im- 
perial palace, was the work of an incendi- 
ary. Evidently the same persons who made 
use of the fire in the palace to prévent the 
extension of the Tien-Tsin Road have un- 
dertaken to prevent the building of the 
road to Han-Kow by causing this “ warn- 
ing” to be made known from the religious 
structure held in greatest veneration by the 
people as well as by the Court. If it be 
true, however, that several persons sus- 
pected of having been concerned in the plot 
to destroy this structure have been arrest- 
ed, the Emperor may not have been deeply 
affected by the event and may intend to 
take up the railroad project again by and by. 

It may be necessary for him to yield for 
atime to the superstitious prejudice excited 
by the fire, forit cannot be expected that 
proof of incendiarism will have much 
weight with the mass. Butitis improbable 
that the conservatives will be able to de- 
feat the new railroad policy for any con- 
siderable length of time, for it is supported 
heartily by the foremost statemen, admin- 
istrators, and soldiers of the empire, not so 
much upon the ground that the roads are 
needed for the material development of the 
country and its trade as for the frequently 
and forcibly expressed reason that they are 
required for the defense of the empire 
against foreigners. In this way the leading 
advocates of a railway system seek to use 
for their advaritage the aversion of the 
Chinese to foreigners, an aversion that is 
encouraged and commended to-day by some 
of the ablest and most influential public 
officers in the service of the Emperor.

The chief objection 
that might be made by some critics £ the 
order is its occasional use of ‘“‘may” where 
“must” would be more to the point.: If 
greater care before enlistment were in- 
sisted on, there would be a decrease in the 
present prodigious number of desertions, 
There might be a difficulty for a time in 
getting the needed numbers to supply the 
army, but a larger proportion of those who 
were obtained would stay.

NORRISTOWN, Penn., Oct. 21.—With: solery 
ceremony the body of the late Gen. John F, 
Hartranit was consigned to the grave in Mont 
gomery Cemetery this afternoon. In the morn 
ing private services, according to the ritual of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, were held af 
the family residence on Main-street. After the 
services the casket was placed on a gun cais- 
son, drawn by six black horses, and, escorted 
by a detachment of infantry, was taken to the 
ag err Mating Court House, 

The rem were dressed in the full uniform 
of a Major General. On the left breast were 
pases tive medals—those of Past National 

mmander, Grand Army of the Republic; 
Loyal Legion, Ninth Army Corps, Army of the 
Potomac, and a medal awarded by Congress for 
distinguished bravery. 

The doors of the room were opened to the pub- 
lic at 11 o’clock, and between that hour and 2 
o’clock it is estimated that 20,000 people passed 
in a double line before the casket and gazed at 
the face of the dead soldier. 

Tne Chaplain of the Secong Regiment, Penn- 
sylvania National Guards, the Rev. Dr. Henry 
McCook of Philadelphis, made the funeral ora- 
tion. Seated in the court room was a distin- 
guished assemblage, including Gov. Beaver and 
Staff, United States Sepator M. 8. Quay, ex- 
Govs. Pattison, Curtin, Hoyt, and Pollock of 
Pennsylvania, Chief Justice Paxson of the Su- 
proune Court of Pennsylvania, aud other mem- 

ers of the Supreme Court; the Pennsylvania 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion, neaded by 
Gen. D. McM. Gregg, the Commander in Chief; 
Gen. Lewis Merrill, Capt. J. H. Suge Capt. 
L. Brechemin, and Lieut. William H. Bean of 
the regular army, Adjt. Gen. Bioom of New- 
Jersey, and nearly all the executive officers or 
the State of Pennsylvania. 

At the conclusion of the oration the body was 
removed from the Court House anda the march 
to the cemetery begun. The funeral cortége 
was made up as follows: Sheridan Troop of 
Tyrone, Penn. ; City Troop of Philadelphia, Bat- 
tery C of Phoenixville, Sixth Kegiment, Penn- 
sylvania Nationa Guard, the caisson carrymg 
the casket, the mourners, including the family 
of the deceased and 200 commissioned oiticers 
of the National Guard. Then followed delega- 
tions from the Loyal Legion, Union League of 
Philadelphia, Grand Army of the Republic, 
civic organizations and citizens, the proceasion 
numbering in all about 5,000 persons. At the 
grave the Rev. Dr. Davidson of Philadelphia 
read the burial services of the Episcopal Church, 
Three volleys of musketry and a Governor’s sa- 
lute of fifteen guns were then tired, and the 
sounding of “taps” by Sergt. Williams, Gen. 
Hartranft’s old bugler, ended the burial cere- 
mony. 


SIGHT-SEEING IN CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The international excur- 
sionists began another week of sight-seeing this 
morning, considerably refreshed by the day of 
rest afforded them yesterday. The committee 
whose duty itisto look after their comfort were 
early in attendance at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
and waited patiently while the delegates swal- 
lowed a hasty breakfast. The party then 
boarded a train of Pullman cars and ina few 
Minutes were landed at the McCormick Reaper 
Works, the largest of their kind in the world.

The Armvuur establishment was next 
visited for the purpose of showing the delegates 
how by improving on the methods of the old- 
tashioned country butcher the Chicago pork 
packers are enabled to kill over three million 
hogs in a single year. 

Soon after 1 o’clock the excursionists “were 

again taken avoard their train, and proceeded 
to Pullman. They remained at the Pullman 
shops for two hours, and every minute of the 
time was filled with interest and instruction. 
The shops, however, were secondary in point of 
interest to the town of Pullman itself. After 
the inspection was over the guests assembled 
in the theatre, and Mr. Doty, who isan em- 
ploye of the car company, briefly described the 
inception and growth of the town, which 
sprang into complete existence in one short 
year. Mr. Doty said,in substance, that the 
town represented the successful  out- 
come’ of an _ industrial experiment by 
which capital found its just return and Jabor 
its fair compensation. Nine years ago the town 
site Was an _— prairie; to-day 20,000 people 
lived and worked within the compass of a mile 
from the theatre. he re were content- 
ed, had balances in bank, and lived in such 
homes as would be beyond their means else- 
where.

DAVIS THRIFTY SCHEME 


FINANCIAL PROFIT FROM RING 
“INFLUENCE.” 
AIS FIRM HAS ALMOST A MONOPOLY IN 
FURNISHING CERTAIN SUPPLIES TO 
HUDSON COUNTY. 


Every day that the ring that rules Jersey 
City and Hudson County continues in power 
gives new proof of its corrupt practices and in- 
satiable greed. Some of the facts that have 
recently developed have seemed so incredibly 
monstrous that a citizen who had not paid at- 
tention to affairs declared yesterday, when told 
of them, that no man with a healthy mind 

- could be expected to believe such things. But 
when the case was fairly laid before him he ad- 
mitted that there was no gainsaying the state- 
ments. 

Another citizen, who knows what 1s going on, 
said to a Timxs reporter: “ I have been‘in near- 
ly every important olty in this country and 
have learned something of its affairs. There is 
not, and has never been, in any of those cities 
80 bad a state of affairs as now exists here. In 
this town the sityationis infernal. The ring is 
plundering the taxpayers right and left. Prop- 
erty is regularly laid under contribution, as it 
might be by a hostile army.. Worse still, life is 
not safe. Lawbreakers are not punished, and 
desperadoes who are useful to the ring know 
they may wreak their vengeance on whom they 
please. The condition could not possibly be 
worse, And,” continued this citizen, “I fear 
it is not going to improve, The whole local 
press is coutrulled by the ring, and the people, 
through ignorance or fear, are submissive to its 
demands,” 

How far this feeling extends may be judged 
from a recent remark of the District Attorney, 
Mr. Winfield, who is himself profiting largely 
by office and is understood to support the pow- 
ers that be. A man had been indicted ana 
brought to trial for wife-beating. The proof 
against him was clear and the Casé was an 
aggravated one. But sheriff Davis drew the 
sary, and the wifebeater was useful to the 

heriff. The man was acquitted. Judge Lippen- 
cott, who presided, was so much amazed and 
80 indignant at the verdict, and felt so certain 
that an outrage had been done, that he dismissed 
the j with @ reproof and told its members 
that they could not try another case in that 
court. 

Itatonce became apparent that Davis was 
responsible for the verdict, and when District 
Attorney Winfield was spoken to aboutit he 
said: ‘*Why, this man seems to have mag wt ore 
by the throat.” For once his honest indigna- 
tion was too much for his discretion. The 
jurors in the case felt Judge Lippencott’s re- 
buke somewhat keenly, as it was likely to in- 
terfere with their getting drawn on other 
uries, and itis said that four of them have at 

ifferent times made apology, and each of them 
has declared that he knew the wife-beater was 
guilty, avd that he stood out for conviction, but 
that the other eleven were against him and he 
had to give in. Evidently Davis chooses poor 
stuff for his jurors. 

Davis's greed as a money maker is something 
amazing. Besides drawing all possible fees 
from the Sheriff's office, he is constantly en- 
gaged in outside speculations at the expense 
of the city or county or theiremployes or con- 
tractors. Recently he has been engaged in buying 
tne pay accounts of street laborers. These ac- 
counts have to be passed upon by the Board 
pf Street and Water Commissioners, who are 
mere puppets in Davis’s hands, and 
afterward by the Board of Finance. Davis 
tan have payment deferred as long as he 
pleases, and the laborers cannot help them- 
selves, When they get very eager for their 
money Davis offers to cash their accounts per- 
sonally at 5 per cent. discount, aud the offer is 
usually accepted. A business man told THE 
TiMEs'’s reporter yesterday that Davis told him 
that he had $12,000 invested in pay accounts. 
On these his profit would be about $600, and 
that money would be wrung from the poorest 


en in the city. 

Another incident showing his operations was 
related as follows: A poor fellow who had suc- 
ceeded in starting a ship chandler’s shop sold 
$400 worth of goods to the city. He owed 
#300 to Theodore Smith. Payment or his city 
account was deferred from week to week, and 
he was much in need of the money. Davis, it is 
sharged, went to him and offered to cash his 
slaim at 10 per cent. discount. The man de- 
mu at first, but finally accepted. Then, 
before makirg payment, Davis notified Smith 
and summoned a constable, and when the 
money was produced it was seized to pay the 
Smith debt. If Smith paid Davis for making 
the collection the amount of the commission is 
not related. 

That Davis is interested largely in furnishing 
supplies to the city and county has for some 
time been well understood, but the proof of it 
was not clear. Yesterday a TIMES reporter saw 
absolute proof of it. He was told that Davis 
was a memberof “The John}. Murray Com- 
pany” which supplies packing and hardware to 
the city and county in large amounts. Be- 
fore the pew charter was adopted last Spring, 
other dealers sold to the city, but of late the 
Murray Company has a virtual monopoly. The 
reporter’s informant said the supplies for the 

umping station at Belleville amounted to from 

800 to $1,000 a month, and that was buta 
portion of the Murray Company’s business with 
the city. 

A little later in the day a gentleman called at 
the John ¥. Murray Compapy’s store, in Rail- 
road-avenue, and saw Mr. Murray himself. 

“ Will you be kind enough to tell me,” asked 
the caller, “who are the ‘company’ of your 
firm ?”

A SUSPICIOUS CONTRACT. 


Tne Board of Street and Water Commission- 
ers is recognized as one of the worat in the city. 
Somers, Dugan, and Van Keuren are its mem- 
bers. Last week it let two coniracts, one of 
which bas been almost the talk of the town, 
because it is morally certain that there is a 
stealinit. Oneof these contracts was let for 
paving Bergen-square, and there were seven 
biddera fur the work. It was let to Thomas Har- 
rington for $2,991 71. His bid was the lowest 
of the seven. In his specifications he bid $1 25 
per square yard for new paving. So far as 
appears, this contract was square enough. 

ut on the same. day a contract was let for 
repaving Montgoméry-street from Jersey-ave- 
nue to Colgeate-street. There were but two hid- 
dera, and the covtract was let to the lowest of 
tbese—P. J. Condon—for the aggregate sum of

MRE. JEROME RESIGNS. 


FIRST STEP PREPARATORY TO A FIGHT 
BETWEEN JOOKEY CLUBS. 


Leonard W. Jerome, who has served as Presi- 
dent of the New-York Jockey Club since its 
organization, yesterday resigned his position, 
and H. De Courcy Forbes was elected as his 
successor by the Directors of the club; 

The Coney Island Jockey Club had its annual 
meeting yesterday and re-elected the old board 
of twenty-five Governors. That board re-elect- 
ed Leonard W. Jerome President, Cornelius 
Fellows and W. K. Vanderbilt Vice Presidents, 
J. H. Bradford Treasurer, and J. G. K. Law- 
rence Secretary. Mr. Jerome was re-elected 


to the Presidency after his resignation as Presi- 
dent of the New-York Jockey Club had been 
tendered and accepted. 

Mr. Jerome’s retirement from the Presidency 
of the New-York Jockey Club was not wholly 
unexpected among men who are familiar with 
the racing situation. It1s well known that the 
New-York Jockey Club proposes to hold both a 
Spring and a Fall meeting next year, and that 
if it cannot get recognition from the other clubs 
and open dates it will fight for life. Just what 
dates it will claim no one knows, for the Mon- 
mouth Park Association is understood to be in 
an aggressive mood and to propose to take the 
two months of July and August, on the opening 
of its new track; as its own, #3 it has had 
them up to this year, no matter what 
the distinctively New-York clubs may 
do. The Coney Island Club didn’t know 
where lightning would strike in the fight for 
dates which must come. So they decided that 
their chief executive officer must be one unin- 
cumbered with alliances with other clubs. Mr. 
Jerome, therefore, decided to leave the 
new club and remain with the old one 
with which he has been’ identified since its 
organization. And now the Coney Island Club 
will be ready to fight, if afight is necessary. 
That is the sole reason for Mr. Jerome’s resig- 
nation from the Presidency of the New-York 
Joakey Club. 

Mr. Forbes, who succeeds Mr. Jerome, is well 
known socially, and his father was a prominent 
figure on race tracks years ago, having been at 
one time a partner with Mr. Jerome in the 
ownership of a racing stable.

SESSION OF THE EPISCOPAL BOARD OF 
MISSIONS LAST NIGHT. 


At its final session as a Board of Missions, 
held last evening in 8t. George’s Church, the 
General Convention referred to the Boara of 
Managers, with kindly and encouraging appro- 
bation, resolutions presented by the Rey, Paulus 
Moort, recommending that presbyters and dea- 
cons in the missionary jurisdiction of Cape 
Palmas and parts adjoining in the Republic of 
Liberia, be given at least $850 and $500 per 
annum as salary, remitted quarterly. It listened 
to the report of the Rev. Dr. Langford, General 


Secretary of the board, on the Children’s Lenten 
offering fund, which showed that 190,500 chil- 
dren, in 1,629 Sunday schools, had contributed 
$40,705 during the three years just passed, and 
an aggregate of $228,725 in the twelve years 
since the fund was established. The children’s 
names nave been enrolled or the archives of 
the society. 

The Hon. D. Bradford Prince presented the 
triennial report of the American Church Build- 
ing Fund Commission, which afforded cause for 
encouragement and thankfulness. The number 
of contributing parishes in the whole country in 
1886 was but 98, in 1887 it srew to 646, 
and last year to 686. The total amount 
of the permanent fund has increased during 
the three years a little-over $100,000, and 
stands to-day at $176.786 35. A vote of thanks 
to Mr. Prince for his efficient aid in promoting 
the success of the enterprise, as special Secre- 
lary, was unanimously passed. 

The report of the Woman’s Auxiliary Society, 
presented by the Rev. Dr. McVickar of Phiia- 
delphia, was received, and its recommenda- 
tions, providing for the erection of an Order of 
Deaconesses and the organzation of training 
schools for women wissionaries and children’s 
missionary societies were adopted. 

It was ordered that the disposition of the 
$85,000 subscribed to the enroliment fund, in 
the hands of the trustees of the Missionary 8v- 
ciety, and the moneys held by diocesan ireasur- 
ers, be referred to the Board of Managers with 
power. Mr. George Bliss was elec:ed Treasure 
of the Domestic aud Foreign Missiunery Society 
ot the Episcopai Ohurch in the United states of 
America.

MR. MANSFIELD AS GLOSTER. 
Boston, Oct. 21.—Richard Mansfield presented 
at the Globe. Theatre in this city to-night the 
play of “ Richard IIL,” as it was produced by 
him early in this year at the Globe Theatre in 
London. The performance, which was followed 


with great interest by a very large assemblage, 
was one of the worthiest and most 


original illustrations of Shakespeare that | 


this country has ever seen, and its repetition 


in all the principal American cities will estab- 
lish Mr. Mansfield in the public eye as an in- 
terpreter of the poet. Of the uncommon ar- 
tistic merit of his portrayal of Gloster there 
will be no dispute among persons who are not 
bound by the cast-iron fetters of tradition. It 
is, indeed, a wonderfully original piece of act- 
ing, but it is better than that, for it is logical 
andhuman. Of the production of the play no 
two opinions are likely to be heard. It is a mas- 
terwork of stagecraft. ‘Richard IIL,” which, 
in the memory of most living playgoers, is a 
Saturday night play, flung ontbe stage with 
any scenery and dresses found handy, has re- 
solved itseif into a series of fourteen historical 
Pictures, some of exquisite beauty, all intensely 
interesting, and fraught with the spiritofa 
fascinating epoch. 

The performance was a great triumph to- 
night. Mr. Mansticla was very nervous, as his 
acting in the early episodes of the drama 
showed, but his Richard was acceptea from the 
beginning. In the strange, awful wooing of 
Anne Warwick he moved the audience to a 
great demonstration of applause, and there- 
after he was called torward vehemently at the 
close of each episode. The play did not end 
until 11:25 o’clock, but the audience did not 
Move then until the actor had come before the 
curtain half a dozen times. ' 

The Richard III. of Mansfield is a new study 
of the subject. There is not. a bit of the 
old stage tradition leftin it. He could not, of 
course, make the Gloster of Shakespeare, in 
deeds and disposition, like the Gloster of his- 
tory, but he has, nevertheless, mastered every 
accessible fact about the real Gloster, and has 
studied the time so closely and sealowsy that 
for months he has fairly lived in that closing era 
of the Middle Ages, when the dim light of hu- 
Man progress was just beginning to illuminate 
the world. He has not, thereiore, * revived” 
the * Richard III.” so long a favorite with the 
tragic actors of the English-apéaking stage, but 
has produced Shakespeare’s play for himeelf, 
with no reference to theatrical traditions. Mans- 
field nas little in common with the tragic 
actors of bygone days and no great respect for 
the conventional symbolism of English drama. 
His srtistic methods are natural rather than 
tragic or romantic. He aims in his acting to 
reproduce human character as he sees it, and 
to accurately delineate personal traits and pe- 
culiarities. 3 

““Archwological accuracy” has been carried 
to the very last limit in this production. ‘there 
has been a good deal of humbug in the use of 
that phrase in high places, and, at the best, 
the manaxer who adopts it and devotes 
much energy to the exact reproduction, down 
to minute details, of the architecture, costume, 
armor, and heraldry of a particular era, often 
wastes time and money that might be better 
bestowed. But Mansfield has the excuse that 
his subject this time is really historical, that 
the period succeeding the War of the Roses in 
England is uncommonly fascinating to stu- 
dents of history and art, and that the pictures 
his arduous researches and princely expendi- 
ture Lave enabied him to present are beautiful 
and satisfying, and really stimulate interest in 
the character of Gloster. 

To be sure, the spectators to-night were more 
impressed by the beauty of the stage pictures, 
the apparent solidity of the masonry, the depth, 
coloring, and atmospheric effects of the land- 
scapes, and the unquestionable reality of the 
armor than they were by the “archxological 
accuracy” of it ali. But it is gvod to know 
that the Tower of London revealed at the rising 
of the curtain was a picture of the actual tower 
of King Edward IV.’s time; that the armor 
used, from sallet to solleret, was in every part 
an exact reproduction of the armor of that era, 
and that the way the men of the play wore 
their hair, with a straight fringe over the fore- 
head and a stiff roll: behind, was in exact ac- 
cordance with the fashion of Richard’s time, as 
were the boots without heels they wore, the 
caps atiached to girdles, and the stiff head- 
dresses of the women. All these things, as well 
as the household utensils, weapons of the 
soldiers, and the heraldic devices, are exactly 
reproduced from old paintings, brasses, and 
statues, and models preserved in museums, and 
help to accurately picture the Englana of Glos- 
ter’s time. 

Soin his portrayal of kKichard Mr. Mansfield 
has been impelled to reproduce, just as nearly as 
Shakespcare’s text permits, (comparatively few 
of Cibber’s lines are used,) the Duke of Gloster re- 
vealed to him in his indefatigable study of the 
era of York and Lancaster, a study begun, with 
its purpose clearly in view, even before his first 
performance of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde in this 
very city of Boston fixed him clearly in the 
minds of critical theatregoers as an actor cer- 
tain to fill an important place in the first rank 
and to exert a great influence upon the dra- 
matic art of America. 

From _ the time of Horace Walpole’s ‘ His- 
torical Doubts” down to the present day many 
writers have dwelt upon the unfairness of 
Tudor traditions, naturally preserved in 
Shakespeare’s historical plays, to the King who 
died on Bosworth field, and was succeeded on 
England’s throne by Owen Tudor’s son Henry. 
Whatever may be the value of the Countess of 
Desmond’s opinion that the Duke of Gloster 
was the bhandsomest man at King Edward's 
Court except the King himself, it is certain that 
Richard was neither so black nor so crooked as 
he has been painted. As for his deformity, it 
must have been very slicht, as few chroniclers 
of his time mention it, and in the four portraits 
ot him extant there is no trace of it. It is 
by no Means certain that he had the young 
Princes of the House ot York killed in the 
Tower, and he certainly did not kill Prince Ed- 
ward of, Lancaster, the tirst husbandof Anne 
ot Warwick. Even those chroniclers most se- 
vere upon Richard credit the statement that he 
alone of all Edward IV.’s retinue stood aloof 
and took no hand in the slaughter of that 
Prince, whose young wife he had long loved. 
Even Agnes Strickland, who loathes the very 
name of Gloster, in her imposing “ Queeus of 
England”—a work full of womauly tenderness 
and virtue and important obstetrical informa- 
tion—gives place to the tale that Kichara and 
Anne were lovers in childhood. And Anne was 
not murdered by Richard, who treated her 
kindly when she was his wife. 

But Mr. Maustield’s task to-night was to por- 
tray the Richard of Shakespeare, and he was, 
first of all, true to his poet, though he succeed- 
ed in reconciling the dramatist’s creation with 
certain facts of history. The Richard of Act L 
and the first half of Act II., for instance, was a 
mere youth, gallant in bearing in spite of his 
slight limp. This limp and a trifling difference 
in tue size and ehape of the two shoulders con- 
stitute all of Richard’s deformity. It is Mans- 
field’s idea that Gloster’s sensitive mind caused 
him to exaggerate bis physical defects. His 
Richard, voth in these earlier years and iu 
the later scenes, is made up to resemble 
the acknowledged portraits. He is the blood- 
thirsty Richard of Shakespeare, the murderer 
of Henry VI., of Clarence, the little Princes, 
and Anne, the usurper of a throne, but the in- 
tellectual side .of the character is ever upper- 
most in the performance. He is not a demoniac 
person, with a perpetual leer on his counte- 
nance. He is &@ mau of craft and cunning; 
cruel and bloodthirsty, but he ardently loves 
Anne Neville for a time; he is an intrepid sol- 
dier, a@ man of overweening ambition, quick- 
witted, Gissimulating, but above all aman of 
brains. 

Tue curtain rose at 7:45 o’clock this evening, 
after the band had played Edward German’s 
overture to ‘Richard III.,” disciosing the 
Tower. The pealing of bells was heard, 
the motley populace flocked in through the 
Warder’s Gate, the Lieutenant and his guard 
appeared on the drawbridge, and Elizabeth 
Woodville, Queen of Edward IV., entered with 
her retinue of knights and ladies, priests, pages, 
men-at-arms, and Court fool. In the crowd was 
a cloaked figure, which came forward after the 
Queen had gone into the Tower and the popa- 
Jace had been dispersed. As he threw down bis 
cloak, which he had been holding so as to hide 
his teatures, the guards saluted the Duke of 
Gloster ayd withdrew, and Richard spoke the 
tateiul opening lines of the play. 

The second scene represented the killing of 
Henry VI.in his chamber in the Tower—an 
episode taken, after the example of Colley Cip- 
ber, from the last act of the third part vf “‘ King 
Henry VI.” The scene was very picturesque 
and impre sive, the room, the bedstead, table, 
chairs, and the queer oldlamp carried by Gloster, 
all beuring the indelible stamp of “archeolog- 
ical accuracy.” Thus did Richard’s career ot 
blood-letting begin. The actor gave great force 
and significance to the closing soliloquy of this 
scene— 

“See how my sword weeps for the poor King’s 
death.” 


On the road to Chertsey, within sight of the 
Tower and the Abbey, Richard sat by the road- 
side and muttered his soliloquy about Clarence 
and Edward. A funeral marca was heard, ana 
the Duke stood under the shade of a tree while 
the funeral procession of Henry VI. halted ana 
Anne wept over the bier. In tbe scene 
which followed between Richard and Anns 
Mr. Manstield’s conception of Gloster’s char- 
acter became perfectly clear. In spite of 
the gruesome character of the svene, there was 
not a touch of the grotesque in it. There was 
gennine passion in his declaration of love, 
though the cold-blooded audavity of Gloster 
was not lost sight of. Mr. Mansfield had excel- 
lent assistance in thia absorbingly interesting 
episode from Miss Beatrice Cameron, whose 
portrayal of Anne throughout ths play was 
truthful and sympathetic and governed by 
tine uriistic sense. 

The young Princes of: the House of York, 
made up aiter bir John Miliais’s familiar painc 
ing, Were very pretily played by May Haines 
and Isa Bowman. Their first scene with Kich- 
ard was followed without intermission by 
the offer of the crown by  Bucking- 
ham’s tools to Richard, his hypocritical re- 
jection and final gfe te of it. Mans- 
tiold depicted with splendid skill the con- 
flicting elements in iS passa, 
contemptuous passing away of the 
he bad been pretending to con, when Gloster is 
left alone, was acapital bit of business. The 
wonderful pergeptiv 
« the young actor, ho 
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enters the nce chamber in his robes of 
state, preceded by and heralds, and greets 
Buckingham with demonstrative affection, as a 
prelude to the slight favor he has to ask the 
murderer of the Princes, Mr. Mansfield’s man- 
ner in the interview with Buckingham was 
superb. His scorn when his hitherto willing 
tool hesituies was expressed with admirable 
skill. The interview with Tyrrel, the subse- 
quent soliloquy, and the final outburst and dis. 
comfiture of Buckingham thrilled the audienco- 

Another wonderfully-impressive episode fol- 
loweds. The presence chamber was dark, save 
for the glimmering light that found its wav 
through windows near the roof. Richard, dl- 
vested of his regal robes, stole in and learned, 
ffm Tyrrel’s lips, that his will had been obeyed 
and the Princes were no more. Left alone, be 
mounted to the throne, which was now his 
without dispute, but as he sat there exultingly 
a ray orred light fell upon bim, and his hands 
seemed to be bathed in blood. Shudder- 
ing at this evil omen, he came down from 
his lofty seat and crouched on the steps of the 
throne, out of reach of the annoying light. 
There he muttered his thoughts, “ the sons of 
Edward sleep in Abraham’s bosom,” and there 
was a tuueh of pathos in the line beginning, 
« And Anne, my wife!” Suddenly there was a 
sound of hurrying footsteps afar off; they came 
nearer, and a glimmer of light was seen on the 
wall near a doorway which opened on @ long 
corridor. No lengerin ameditative mood, no 
longer the superstitious victim of a trifling 
omen, Richard sprang to his feet prepared for 
any emergency, and as excited Catesby entered 
bringing the bad news about Buckingham and 
Richmond, Richard was indeed “himself 
again.” But the dear old phrases that Cibber 
engrafted upon Shakespeare’s play have been 
discarded. : 

It goes without saying that in such a produc- 
tion of “ Richard ILL” the old manner of doing 
the ghost scene would not be followed. The 
spirits that haunted the sieeping tyrant 
seemed to be shades of the departed SONSETAS 
about bis tent. The battle scenes were al 
well done, and the last episode—the 
encounter of Gloster and ichinond— 
was a scene of ‘tumultuous excitment. 
It was a fight in earnest. The hoarse yells 
of an army in conflict were heard us Gloster 
and Richmond hacked at each other with their 
big swords. There was no cut and thrust and 
skip in the good old style of stage battles. Mr. 
Egerton Castle and Mr. Waller, whose advice 
Mr. Mansfield called to his aid in this matter, 
say that fencing was an unknown art in Eng- 
land at tne time of Bosworth field. Weapons 
were used for offense, rot defense. Finally, 
Ricbmond, who had his wind at the start, while 
Richard had alreadly dispatched five other 
Richmonds, gave Richard a fatal blow; the con- 
quered tyrant even then refused to die without 
a struggle; his sword fell from him, and with 
his mailed hands he tried to strike his op- 
ponent; but he fell, helplessly, and died, and 
Stanley proclaimed the Earl of Richmond King 
Henry VIL, while the trumpets of victory 
sounded. 

Mr. Edward German's incidental music, com- 
prising the overture already referred to, 
marches, entr’actes, battle music, and ecclesias- 
tical music for the sanctuary scene impressed 
the audience very agreeubly. It will be time 
enough, however, to treat of this when it is 
heard at Palmer’s Theatre in December. A 
word of praise is due to-night to Mr. Harkins, 
Miss Dyas, and Mme. Ponisi for creditable 
work in the supporting east, which was all even 
and efticient. But these, also, are subjects to 
be treated of hereafter, when there will be 
opportunity; also, to review and analyze Mr.

FARCE AT THE LYCEUM. 

The sickness of Mrs. Blaine left Daniel Froh- 
man with a company of players whose salaries 
must be paid, In order to find employment for 
these persons so that they might not eatthe 
bread of idleness at his expense, Mr. Frohman 
cast about him for a play and secured a farce- 
comedy entitled, “Our Flat,” written by one 
Mrs. Musgrove and produced at the Strand 
Theatre, London, with results pecuniarily 
agreeable to the manager, Mr. Willie Edouin. 
This play was made known to the New-York 
public at the Lyceum Theatre last evening, to- 
gether with the aggregate merit of the organi- 
zation which was to have assisted Mrs, Blaine. 

“Our Flat” is farce-comedy of a very familiar 

type. There is a certain amount of pretense of 
character délineation in this type of play, but 
it is ueually thin and unsubstantial, being the 
result of the author’s wayward fancy rather 
than ofastudy of human nature. Theamusement 
is obtained from ludicrous complications of in- 
cidents, surprising situations, and rapid 
action. If the complications are not in- 
the situations not unexpected, 
and the action not brisk, the farce-comedy 
is a bore and the resuit is failure. No high dra- 
matic level can be attained in a farce-comedy. 
It is not a work of art, and does not, therefore, 
call for serious, extended, or thoughtful com- 
ment. Its vbjectis a simple and worthy one— 
to fees reer two hours and a halfof amuse- 
ment. If that is attained without any gross 
violation of the uses of the stage or any oftense 
against good taste, the farce comedy may be dis- 
missed without further ado as a merry bit of 
nonsense, which every one has aright to enjoy 
without undertaking to give metaphysical rea- 
sons. 
** Our Flat” meets the requirements of farce- 
comedy fairly well—in some particulars excel- 
lentiy. The central incident of the play is the 
expedient of a young wife whose rurniture, pro- 
cured by the installment plan, is taken away on 
default of the final payment. She extemporizes 
furniture by means of boxes, barrels, bathtubs, 
froning boards, and similar articles. This de- 
vice gives risetoanumber of amusing inci- 
dents, and its final exposure softens the heart 
ot a hitherto obdurate father. The dialogue of 
the farce is not conspicuously brilliant, but the 
action is lively and the situations arefunnoy. The 
play was very favorably received last night by 
a latge audience, and will probably till success- 
fully the four weeks allotted to it at the 
Lyceum. 

H. B. Conway, @n English player, engaged as 
Mrs, Blaine’s “‘leading man,’’ is in all likeli- 
hood a better actor than he showed himself to 
ve last evening. He was very nervous and not 
at ali perfect in his lines. Moreover, he did not 
seem to be wholly at-home in the rattiing, al 

ant diwlogue of farceecomedy. He louked weil, 

owever, and acted with intelligence. The 
most enjovable work of the evening was 
that of R. F. Cotton, who played an: ec- 
centric theatrical manager, one of thos some- 
what overdrawn but picturesque Character 
parts in wiich an actor has many opportuni- 
ties. Mr. Cotton acted his réle with great 
lightness and humor and with many effective 
details.

PALMER’S THEATRE. 


Probably very few of the audience at Palmer’s 


last night who remembered Forrest in his mus- 
cular and boisterous prime failed to be re- 
minded of him upon the first appearance of 
Salvini as the Gladiator, and, indeed, at inter- 
vals throughout the play.

TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF THE SEVEN 
SURVIVORS OF THE WRECK. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21.—The seven survivors 
of the ill-fated steamer Earnmoor of the Earn 
line, which foundered ..at sea on Sept..5 in a 
cyclone, when 300 miles off. Turk’s Island, 
bound from Baltimore to Rio Janeiro, arrived 
in this city to-day from New-York, te which 
port they were brought this morning by the 
steamer Santiago from Nassau. They tell a 
story of terrible suffering. 

The Earnmoor struck a terrific gale on Sept. 
4, which increased in force, and at 12:30 A. M. 
on the follewing day the vessel ga¥ea@ lurch 
and went down. As the steamer sank the port 
lifeboat floated off from the ship between the 
funnel and the mainmast, and the men clung to 


the boat and scrambled in—the second officer, 
second and tbhira engineers, four sailors, three 
firemen, and the cook. An effort was made to 
save the rest of the crew, and a drag was made 
of the painter, but the boat was biown away 
and the oars wrested from the bands of the men 
80 that no more could be saved. 

The cries of the drowning men as they were 
dashed about by the mountainous waves, were 
heard by the men in the poat, but they could 
not be reached, and had to be abandoned to 
their fate. It was an oversight that the boats 
had not been provisioned in anticipation of the 
calamity, as it would have saved the terrible 
sufferings of the survivors. Fortunately, the 
boat drifted into the Gulf stream, and the air 
was warm, but this increased the intensity of 
their thirst. ‘‘The horrors of hunger on the 
second day became awful,” said Carl Crane 
one of the survivors, to-day, ‘and it increased 
as time wore on. We managed to pick up sea- 
weed afloat in the Guif Stream, which gave us 
a little nutriment, and on the third ~~ @ flying 
fish was caught. This was immediately cut up 
into a portion for each man and devoured, We 
also captured a sea bat and sucked its blood, 
and then ate the flesh after it had dried in the 
sun. 

‘**Phe first man to die was a seaman named 
William Robinson of Baltimore, and the second 
was the third engineer, Thomas Hunt of Phila- 
delphia. One night while we _ were all 
asleep a German fireman named Flagge, who 
was On watch, suddenly becume insane and 
jumped overboard. We were too weak to save 
him. We were without a compass, and steered 
by the sun by day and the stars by night. 
Eleven vessels passed us. One, a British bark, 
we are certain saw us, and deliberately left us 
to our fate. When 300 miles off Hatteras we 
were = up by @ schooner. We were so 
weak that we had to be lifted upon the vessel's 
deck, and one of our men, E. Johnson, a Nor- 
wegian, fell overboard and was drowned.”

TWO JURIES IN ONE CASE. 


AN EXAMPLE OF SLIPSHOD METHODS IN 
THE CORONERS’ OFFICE. 


Herbert Muxlow, the wealthy expressman 
who has been under arrest since Oot. 16 on sus- 
picion of having shot Stephen Roff, his em- 
ploye, With whom he was alone in his office at 
1,287 Third-avenue on that evening, was exon- 
erated by a Coroner’s jury yesterday and was 
discharged by Coroner Hanly. The Coroner 
spent over two hours taking testimony in the 
case before a jury much below the average of 
intelligence of even Coroners’ juries. After the 
verdict had been rendered a rather curious fact 


was discovered, which illustrates most forcibly 
the slipshod manner tn which “ crowner’s 
quest” law is administered in this city. 

It was found that two different juries had 
been impaneled in the case, but only one jury 
had served... Coroner Hanly, on assuming 
charge of the case, summoned nine residents of 
the neighborhood in which Muxiow is well 
known, and they assembled in the undertaker’s 
shop, where an autopsy had been made on the 
body of Roff, and were sworn in in the usual 
form. This was on Thursday night, and the 
jurymen were told that they would be notified 
when to appear for the inquest. At the inquest 
yesterday but one of the original jurymen— 
James Brady of 207 East Seventy-fifth-street— 
was on the jury, and his colleagues consisted of 
eight residents of Orchard-street, one man liv- 
ing in Broome-street, and one in Division-street, 
all being Germans. Although there were twelve 
jurymen present, but eleven names were signed 
to the inquest papers, and it nas not been dis- 
covered what became of the twelfth juror. 

The troubie originated in the mistake of one 
of tne clerks in the office. The origimal jury 
was summoned indue form to appear yester- 
day,and not being aware of this a clerk sent 
out subpoenas for another jury. The second 
jury arrived first and was impaneied, and 
wuen the original jurors reached the Coroners’ 
office the officer at the gate, seeing the jury 
box filled, told them that thejr services were 
not ene. The police contend that had the 
original jury heard the testimony in’ the case 
it would not have exonerated Muxlow,’ not- 
withstanding that there was no direct evidence 
produced to show that Muxlow shot Roff. The 
contention of the police is that Muxlow was 
handling the rifle, intending to use it on his 
son, with whom he had had a fierce quarrel just 
previous to the shooting, for they have not been 
able to procure any testimony showing that 
there had been any quarrel between Muxlow 
and Roft 

Assistant District Attorney Hartman ap- 
peared for the prosecution, and William F. 
Howe represen the accused expressman. A 
number of witnesses were examined, but no 
new testimony was produced to show that Mux- 
low fired the shot which killed Roff. Muxlow 
himself did not make any statement. The jury, 
after a short consultation, broughtin a verdict 
that ‘‘ Stephen Roff came to his death by an ac- 
cidental shot.” They failed, however, to say 
who had fired the shot, and when Coroner Hanly 
asked them whether they intended by their 
+ aa to exonerate Muxlow, they all said they

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BORTKIEWITCOH AOQUIITED. 


A JURY DECIDES THAT HE DID NOT 
* STEAL A POCKETBOOK. 


Applause broke out in Part III. of the Court 
ot General Sessions yesterday afternoon, when 
the foreman of the jury announced that the 
verdict in the case of Stanislaus Bortkiewitch, 
charged with robbery, was “Not guilty,” and 
teara came into the eyes of the acquitted man. 
Bortkiewitch is a Russian, who has been in this 
country since the early part of July. The 
charge was made against him by Miss Anne 
Brown, a school teacher, of 713 Fifth-avenue. 

On the witness stand she told how she had, 
on Sept. 3, gone to the banking house of Au- 
gust Belmont & Co., at 23 Nassau-street. As 
she was leaving ita man snatched her pocket- 
book and ran away. She followed him, crying, 
“Stop thief!” He dashed into the Equitable 
Building and she pursued him. He was arrested 
there. Bortkiewitch was told to stand up, and 
she was asked if he was the man. She pointed 
her finger at him and said positively, “ That is 
the man.* She was sure his beard was trimmed 
yesterday as on the day he was arrested. He 
Wore spectacles yesterday. She was equally 
sure that be did not wear them on the day he 
Was arrested. 

sBortkiewitch’s lawyer, Soloman Kohn of 181 
Broadway, called Engineer Wilson of the Equi- 
table Building, who testitied that on the day of 
the arrest-Bortkiewitch did wear spectacles. 
Policeman Lewis testitied that when he arrested 
him the defendant wore a full beard, Yesterday 
he had side whiskers and a mustache. 

There was @ good deal of interestshown in 
Bortkieowitch when he took the stand. He is a 
short man. His face is an intellectual one. He 
was eager to tell his story. His English was 
good. He said his mother, two sisters, and a 
brother were living in Russia. His uncle 
was a political prisoner in Siberia tor 
twenty-six years, but is now professor 
in the Cracow’ Seminary. He himself was ed- 
ucated in Kalisch. He was in:the Russian 
Army from 1879 to 1881, serving in Turkestan. 
His opposition to the Government compelled 
him to leave Russia. He went to Paris, where, 
through letters, he was able to teach a dozen or 
so pupils in Russian. He came to New-York 
early in July. He had met a Boston lady abroad 
aud he hoped to marry her. He had over $300. 
After three or four days he went to Boston. He 
sought employment there, but as he could get 
no permanent place, he returned to New-York 
on Aug. 23. He thought he might use his 
knowledge of languages in working for the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the World’s Fair. 

On Sept. 3, after calling to see Mayor Grant, 
who Was out, he went to the Equitable Build- 
ing, where he was told Kidder, Peabouy & Co.’s 
banking house was. He had a letter to them. 
He also wished to visit a passport office there. 
As he was going up the stairs from the arcade 
floor he was violently jostled by a man who 
was running down stairs. His hat feli olf, ana 
as he jumped down the staire to recover it he 
was arrested, That was all he knew about it. 

The man spoke with great earnestness. He 
sat on the euge of the cbair, and occasionally 
rose to his feet. He concluded his story with 
these words, uttered appealingiy: “I came to 
this country a stranger to be a good and honest 
citizen. As long as my Coascience acts m 
mouth will not speak an untruth, I never too 
her pocketbook. I am no thief. I swear it.” 

Judge Cowing recal’ed Miss Brown. * Are 
you still positive that this is the man?” he

“IT think—” . 

** I don’t care what you think,” said the Judg 
sharply. 

“ Well,” she said petulantly, “ he is the man.” 

The Judge’s charge was very favorable to the 
prisoner, and the jury reached a verdict in a 
very few minutes. The court officers had to 
cry ‘order’ many times when the result was 
announced.

THE BROOKLYN LOST. 


A LUMBER STEAMER ‘BELIEVED TO HAVE 
BEEN WRECKED. 


It is feared that the lumber steamship Brook- 
lyn, which was due at this port five days ARO, 
has been los} An abandoned wreck which was 
passed by the steamship Chalmette, that ar- 
rived here last Saturday, answered in several 
respects the description of the Brooklyn. The 
Chalmette sighted the wreck; last Friday 
twenty-five miles northeast of Cape Hatteras, 
which is near the point where the Brooklyn 
ought to have been at that time. 

The steamor belonged to the South Brooklyn 
Sawmill Company. At the offices of that com- 
pany it was stated yesterday that, owing to the 
severity of the recent gales and the number of 
wrecks reported, it was feared that the Brook- 
lyn had been lost. Although the description of 
the wreck passed by the Chalmette tallied in 
so me particulars with the missing vessel, it did 
not do so in all respects. There was a chance— 


but aslight one—that she had been disabled 
and blown out to sea and would yet turn 
up. But even if the wreck seen by 
the Chalmette was the Brookiyn, there 
was a good chance that the entire crew had 
been picked up by some outward-bound vessel, 
The Brooklyn was commanded by Capt. 8. A. 
Carson, a young but skillful navigator, who is 
very highly spoken of by his employers. When 
he sailed from Brooklyn on the recent outward 
voyage he left a young wife at his home, in 
Fourteenth-street, South Brooklyn. Under Capit. 
Carson was @ crew of seventeen men. The 
majority of them probably resided in South 
Brooklyn, but their addresses are not known by 
the South Brooklyn Sawmill Company. Their 
names and positions were as follows: 

A. Morgan, mate; George F. Young, second mate; 
Oll Johnson, carpenter; T. Milton Smith, steward; 
P John Cliford, messman; Johann Olsen, Charles John- 
son. Thomas Knederson, and Andrew E. Lang, able 
seamen; R. Rulach, engineer; William D. Mac- 
grezor, assistant eugineer; James McHugh, oiler; 
Charle« Smith, H. Gregory, andJ. W. Carney, fire- 
men; James McGrath and Thomas Finley, coal 
passers. 

The Brooklyn left the Empire Mills in the port 
of Darien, Ga., on Oct. 12 with a cargo of sawed 
timber. On Oct. 15 and 16 she was probably 
somewhere in the track of the great storm that 
has been reported as raging on those re The 
vessel and her cargo were valued at $60,000, 
and were insured for about $45,000. The Brook- 
lyn was formerly named the Tonawanda She 
was originally built at Philadelphia in 1864 
and measured 845 tons. She was schooner 
rigged and nad double decks. Her dimensions 
were: Length, 176 feet; breadth of beam, 29.6, 
and depth of hold, 18 feet. She has been re- 
paired several times, but just before she was 
rechristened the Brooklyn she was thoroughly 
rebuilt. She was rated in Class 1 by the Ameri- 
oan Shipmasters’ Association. : 

In shipping circles little doubt is entertained 
that the wreck seen by the Chalmette was the 
remains of the Brooklyn. It is thought possi- 
ble, however, that she might have been aban- 
doned by her crew, and that the latter, or at 
least a portion of them, may have been saved. 
A wreck similar to the one seen by the Chal- 
mette has been reported by other vessels as 
having been seen in the neighborhood of Hat- 
teras since Oct. 16.

Whereupon Col. Shepard permitted a pained 
expfession to take possession of his classic 
features, and, casting a last reproachful look 
at the Mayor, wandered out into the cold, 
cheesrless day. 


THE JEWISH MINISTRY. 





CANDIDATES ADMITTED TO THE JEWISH 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The Jewish Theological Seminary of this city, 
which, excepting the seminary in Cincinnati, is 
the only institution in the United States de- 
voted solely to the preparation of students for 
the Jewish ministry, opened the first term of 
its new year yesterday. At 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon the candidates for admission pre- 
sented themselves at the room of the seminary 
in Cooper Union. There were seven in all, two 
of them only being candidates for the lowest 
grade. The rest wished to enter the higher 
classes, while one of them, the Rev. Samuel 
Lewis of Woodville, Miss., intends to adopt a 
special course of study. After the opening ex- 
amination the school was addressed by the Rev. 
Dr. Morais of Philadelphia in the presence of a 
number of well-known Jewish ministers, who are 
connected with the institution. 

The course of the seminary is a very thorough 
one, extending over a period of nine years. It 
does not touch upon secular subjects, put in 
order that students may be fully equipped an 
attendance at some secular educational institu- 
tion is required in addition to the regular cur- 
riculum. Thestudents are at present divided 
between the College of the City of New-York 
and Columbia. The sessions of the seminary 
are in the afternoon, in Order to allow attend- 
ance at these other schools. The direction of 
studies is immediately under the supervision of 
the Rev. Dr. R. Drachman. Among others pres- 
ent yesterday were the Rev. Dr. Kohtt, the 
Rev. G. Lieberman, Joseph Blumenthal, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, and the Rev. Dr. 
H. P. Mendes. 

The candidates for admission, with the excep- 
tion of Dr. Lewis, are from fourteen to twenty 
years of age, and are all of this city. Their 
hames are Joel Rosenthal, Jacob Saphir, Ger- 
son Feigenbaum, Sigismund Reich, Samuel 
Ehrenreich, and Maurice Landau. The whole 
number of students this year will be between 
tweaty and twenty-five. Studies will begin 
to-day.

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A HOT FIGHT IN DELAWARE 


MR, BAYARD WORKING HARD 
FOR THE DEMOCRATS. 
NEXT CONTEST IMPORTANT—THE 

KENT GOUNTY sQUABBLE—WILL 

BAYARD RUN FOR GOVERNOR? 


WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 21.—Indications are 
multiplying of the liveliest kind of a political 
campaign ih Delaware next year, and if the 
g00d work recently begun by ex-Secretary of 
State Bayard and other prominent Democratic 
leaders in this end of the State results success- 
fully the unfortunate factional dissensions that 
opened the way to Republican victory last year 
Will give way toa united and harmonious De- 
moeracy, actuated solely by a desire to save the 
State from Republican control. And with this 
much accomplished, Democratic success in Del- 
aware will be merely a question of the extent 
of the majority. 

Next year’s election, involving the choice of 
a Governor, Representative in Congress, six 
Btate Senators, and the full complement of 
twenty-one members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is of unusual political importance. 
It will virtually be a struggle for political su- 
premacy in Delaware for years to come, and in 
addition to bringing Democratic leaders to a 
realization of the necessity for party unity is 
stimulating the Republicans to a vigorous ac- 
tivity, to whichtheir party has been a stranger 
for years, in the hope of securing the political 
possessions that depend upon this battle at the 
polls, 

The Governorship alone is a rich political 
prize, as it carries with it the power of appoint- 
ing all the State officers save the Treasurer and 
Auditor and all county officers except the Sher- 
iffs, Coroners, and County Commissioners. The 
Governor appoints the members of the judi- 
ciary, the Juage of the Wilmington City Court, 
all the County Court. House officers, Justices of 
the Peace and notaries public, and even county 
constables whose appointments are not other- 
‘wise provided for by law. It is doubtful if the 
Governor of any other State has, proportionate- 
ly, such enormous patronage at bis disposal. 
The control of the Legislature is aleo of vast 
importance, even if the party in possession 


should not carry the Governorship, as the Gov- 
eroor has no veto power and there is no execu- 
tive check to partisan legislation. And this is 
what the two parties in Delaware will contend 
for at next year’s election. 

It was the ardent desire of Mr. Bayard, when 
he retired from his arduous term in tne office 
of Secretary of State, to enjoy for a protracted 
Season, if not permanently, the delights of pri- 
vate life. But thexravity of the political situa- 
tion, and the certainty that Delaware wouid 
pass under Republican control unless harmony 
was restored to the Democratic Party, impelled 
him to forego his pieasant anticipations and 
take a hand in political warfare, as far as his 
native State is concerned. Jt is well known 
that Mr. Bayard sincerely views Republican 
aescendency in Delaware as a public calamity, 

-to avert which he is willing to make almost any 
ersonal sacrifice. His first efforts were in the 
rection of retorming the party lines on a purely 

non-factional basis, and largely through his in- 
strumentality a conference of Democratic lead- 
ers was recently held in Wilmington to consider 
the situation and lay down the policy of next 
year’s campaign. 

At this meeting both factions were well repre 
sented, and the result was a determination, as 
faras the Democracy of New-Castle County is 
concerned, to ignore all factional differences 
engendered by the fierce Senatorial strife of 
last year, and unite in battle tor Democratic 
control. Mr. Bayard, Senator George Gray, ex- 
Cengressman Charles B. Love, who was Mr. 
Gray’s competitor for the Senatorship; Charles 
H. McWhorter, and Willard Hall Porter were 
appointed a committee to confer with the 
party leaders of Kent and Sussex and urge 
upon them the importance of similar move- 
mentsin the interests of party harmony as @ 
necessary adjunct to success in next year’s 
campaign. 

The threatened bone of contention in the 
Democratic Party next year is the Guberna- 
torial nomination. By a rule of rotation that 
has prevailed for years, it is Kent County’s turn 
to have the nomination, but the choice of Kent 
unfortunately hinges upon the disastrous fac- 
tional contest of iast year, when Senator Eli 
Saulsbury’s bolt effectually destroyed the Sena- 
torial aspirations of his opponent, James L. 
Wolcott, by electingthe Republican legislative 
ticket, The Wolcott followers, incensed at his 
deteat, threaten to “ knife” any nominee who is 
distinctively a Saulsbury favorite, while there 
1s atill a considerable Saulsbury following who 
will withhold their support from a Wolcott 
candidate. The Wolcott forces, if they carry 
the county primaries, will present ex-State 
‘Treasurer Robert J. Reynolds as their choice, 
and his nomination would leave the breach al- 
most as wide as it was when it accomplished 
Republican victory a yearago. Mr. Bayard is 
strongly iv favor of the nomination ot ex-Con- 
gressman James Williams, and his choice would 
doubtless have been generally acceptable but 
tor the fact that Secretary of State John F. 
Saulsbury, ex-Senator Eli’s nephew, some time 
ago gave it out that Mr. Williams would be per- 
tectly satisfactory to the Sauisburys. This was 
enough for the Wolcott people and they have 
declared war against Williams ever since, Gov. 
Biggs tavors Caleb S. Pennewill of Dover, who, 
through the energetic efforts of his nephew, Ad- 
jutant General Richard R. Kenney, is rapidly 

ecoming the favorite candidate of the younger 
element of the party throughout the State. 

In view of the almost absolute certainty of 
factional dissensions resulting trom the nomi- 
nation of any candidate from Kent County, 
mauy conservative Democrats are strongly in 
tavor of ignoring that county’s claims upon the 
nomination and taking the candidate from 
either New-Castile or Sussex County. Willing- 
jy would the whole party unite upon Mr. Bay- 
ard, butalthough he has not presumed to give 
@ positive refusal in advance of a formal prot- 
ter of the honor, itis Known that he is decided- 
ly averse to being a candidate for any Oliice, 
aud earnestly favors the nomination of Mr, 
‘Williams. But, aside from Mr. Bayard, there is 
no dearth of available candidates entirely dis- 
associated from either factional division in 
these two counties, and from them the party 
couid make an acceptable choice. This diplo- 
Inatic way outof the duemma finds pumerous 
advocates, and is hkely to grow as convention 
day approaches. The foremost idea is for har- 
mony and party unity, and whatever plan 
best promises to secure these desirable results 
is most likely to be adopted. 2 

Mr. Bayard’s interestin the coming campaign 
and the active p rt be has aiready taken have 
given rise to a variety of surmises, particularly 
in the columns of Republican papers outside of 
the State. In the opinion of numerous political 
quidnunecs he is merely shaping his lines for a 
return to the United States Senate, and already 
they have detailed his plans for unhorsing Sen- 
ator Gray and installing himself in the latter’s 
Senatorial seat. The folly of these conjectures 
is shown by the fact that Senator Gray’s term 
does not expire until March 4, 1893, and is in 
no manner aifected by the result of next year’s 
election. Mr. Bayard has no ambition for fur- 
ther political honors. He has been in the pub- 
lic service for twenty years, and having durin 
these two decades, taithfuily uevoted his mos 
earnest efforts toward what he held to 
be the best interests of the people, he 
thinks he has fairly earned a rest from the ex- 
acting cares of political office. This mueh he 
recently said to THE TIMES’s Correspondent, and 
his intimate personal friends know that he is 
sincere in these declarations. He will have no 
fight witb Senator Gray nor Senator Grey with 
him over the Senatorial succession. of 1893. 
His sole desire is to keep the State he loves so 
well from falling into the control of his political 
enemies, and to attain this result he is willing 
to work in the party harness, to take the stump, 
to do all in bis power fer the success of the 
Democracy, and all without a thought of any 
reward save what he deems the good of the 
Btate and the approbation of his fellow-Demo- 
crata. 

There are many reasons why Mr. Bayard 
‘would prefer a complete retirement from the 
field o: litics. He is pow past sixty years of 

the enjoyment of his splendid home at 
amere Place, together with due attention to 
his long-neglected law practice, would amply 
serve to fill in the measure of his days without 
taking upon himself the arduous, exacting 
lapors incident to an active participation in an 
exciting jrolitical campaign. To this mode of 
life Mr. gayard had looked forward with pleas- 
ure after the result. of last year’s election had 
made certain his retirement [rom the Presiden- 
tial Cabinet, but the peculiar situation of affairs 
in the Democratic Party of Delaware hase in- 
duced him to forego porsonal considerations, 
and in the exciting campaign that awaits the 
ple of this State next year he wili be no 

4 ard in the fight. 
hile the Democrats are emerging from their 
reason of tribulation, with every prospect of 
auccess 1n the future, the indications are that 
the Republicans, despite the encouragement of 
their recent unexpected victory, will be plungced 
jn the same factional troubles that wrecked the 
last year.

THE MEN AND ISSUES AT WAR FOR 
THB CONTROL OF BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 21.—Baltimore is in the 
midst of her biennial fight for the control of 
the City Government. The contest is clearly 
defined. The regular Democrats, masquerad- 
ing under the title of the Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, have put forth Robert C. Davidson, a 
successful financial manager of a big dry goods 
house. Mr. Davidson looks something like the 
Rev. Dr. Talmage, belongs cto the Baptist 
Church, and speaks in long sentences and 
large words. He is a native of Virginia, He 
came to Baltimore and worked his way up 


He. is a new man in politics and a man with a 
clean moral record. At the start he was impol- 
itic enough to use David B. Hill’s boast, “I am 
a Democrat,” but in his subsequent speeches he 
has become wiser and more diplomatic. His 
allegiance with the strongest anti-Catholic 
church in the city is being used quietly against 
him and his prominence in one or two matters 


in which the Protestants were opposing the 
Catholics is having some effect on his candi- 
dacy. The denomiuational feeling in Baltimore 
is intensely strong. pepe “Mr. Davidson 
has the confidence of the people, but the same 
old crowd is behind Dim ana against them the 
reform fight is being waged. 

The fusion movement between the Republic- 
ans and independents was unexpected. The 
Republicans had been declaring tor straight-out 
nominations, and many of the Republican 
clubs had passed the silliest and most savage 
kind of resolutions against clvil service reform, 
which, of course, is the special cause of 
the independent Democrats. Both sides ex- 
pected no fusion, but when the situation con- 
fronted thom, they laid aside their little differ- 
ences, and the conferences began. They ended 
in a ticket with Major Alexander Shaw, Kepub- 
.lican, for May or, and the other offices distributed 
to six Republicans and thirteen independent 
Democrats. 

The great fight, of course, is for the Mayor- 
alty. For six years efforts have been made to 
get Major Shaw to run, but they have invaria- 
bly failed. This year the leaders of the move- 
meut would take no refusal and Major Shaw 
consented. Heisanative of New-Jersey. He 
went to the Cumberland (Md.) coal regions as a 
clerk at $35 a mouth. He worked his way up, 
got control of valuable coal mines, moved to 
Baltimore, and increased his enterprises until 
now he is more than a millionaire. He bas 
used his money liberally, and all his employes 
speak in the most Cordial terms of his fair deal- 
ing with them. The two candidates are, there- 
fore, self-made men and cleanmen. They are 
both natives of other States, in which respect 
the contest is unique in this city. 

The campaigning is rather bitter and the 
mass Meetings are enormous affairs, full of ora- 
tory and enthusiasm. The independents ana 
reformers have the ablest speakers. John K. 
Cowen is especially brilliant, and his speech last 
Saturday night was one of the finest things of 
its kind ever heard in Maryland. The Repub- 
licans have J. Morrison Harris, George L. Well- 
lington, the Republican candidate for Con- 
troller, and Congressman Stockbridge. The 
regular Democrats have ex-Congressman Isidor 
Rayner, whose oratorical gymnastics in the 
Fiftieth Congress will be recalled by thousands 
of people; Bernard Carter, Albert Ritchie, Col. 
Henry Page, and others. The Democrats are 
fighting on their usual platform; the fusionists 
demand lower taxés, a non-partisan administra- 
tion, high license, a new election law, a minor- 
ity representation on all boards, a new assess- 
ment law, and civil service reform in municipal 
offices, 

The contest is close, and both sides are confi- 
dent of success. The tight in the State is pro- 
ceeding with less excitement than usual, a3 the 
interest is concentrated in Baltimore, but from 
present indications the Democrats will have 
the Legislature by a gooa working majority, in- 
suring a Democratic successor to United States 
Senator E. K. Wilson. The leading candidates 
forthe honor are Senator Wilson and Gov. E. 
E. Jackson. Inthe event of Gov. Jackson’s se- 
lection, efforts will be made to elect L. Victor 
Baughman to succeed him, but Baughman is 
looked upon a8 one ot the light weights of the 
State, and it is doubtful if his candidacy would 
not cause a large revolt among the better class 
of Democrats. One of Baughman’s recent per- 
formances wasto get intoa fist fightin the 
Democratic headquarters in this city. 


MINNIE PALMER SHOOTS HERSELF. 

PorT JERVIS, N. Y., Oct, 21.—Mary E., better 
known as Minnie, Palmer, who was accidentally 
shot in New-York City last May and who recov- 
ered, shot herself this morning at her parents’ 
home in this village. The shot will probably 
prove fatal, the bullet grazing the heart. The 
only reason assigned for the rash act is that 
her mother had been scolding her and threat- 
ened to put a bullet inher. Minnie said she 
would shoot herself and save the old lady the 
trouble. 





The shooting of the Palmer girl in this city 
occurred on the night of May 31, in the Clinton 
Flats at 230 West Thirty-ninth-atreet. The case 
was shrouded in mystery for several days, but 
finally the facts leaked out. The girl had run 
away trom Port Jervis with Myra Cortright 
about the middle of May. The latter did not 
bear a good reputation, and it was said she led 


her companion astray. The girls were well 
dressed and bad money. They hired tworooms 
from a Mrs. Ryley in the Clinton Flats and led 
a reckless life. 

It was 11 P. M. when a pistol shot startled 
the occupants of the building, and two young 
men mneriony left the apartments occupied by 
the girls. iss Paimer was lying on the floor 
with a pistol-shot wound in the breast. She was 
taken to the Roosevelt Hospital, and the sur- 
goons at first had doubts about her recovery. 

Mies Cortright could not or would not ex- 
plain the shooting. The two young men who 
fled after the pistol ey were identified as 
William Dutcher of 239 West Thirty-ninth- 
street and Thomas Argue of 357 West Thirty- 
seventh-street. It appears that they met the 
girls by ohance, flirted, and went to their room 
by invitation. While there Dutcher displayed a 
revolver and it went off prematurely, inflicting 
the wound which almost killed Miss Palmer. 
The police on investigation dropped the case.

while they respected Col. Clark both as a citi- 
zen and as a soldier their interests demanded 
that a merchant of experience should till the 
place. Col. Clark withdrew from the appoint- 
ment and Mr. Dufais remained in charge. Now 
the members of the Kxchange find that a man 
has been appointed about whose qualifications 
they know gm and in complete disregard 
of their wishes, and it is probable that a second 
protest will be forwarded to Washington within 
a few days.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION 


SEVERAL CHANGES MADE IN 
THE PRAYER BOOK. 
A BUSY DAY IN THE PROTESTANT 
EPISCOPAL HOUSE OF DEPUTIES— 
THE RACE QUESTION EXCLUDED. 


After agreeing to the division of the Diocese 
of Michigan and disposing of a mass of routine 
business, the General. Convention yesterday 
morning became involved in a long discussion 
upon the question introduced by the Rev. Dr. 
Fandé of Indiana, of taking up the considera- 
tion of the majority and minority reports of the 
joint committee to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of colored clergy and laity asking the Gen- 
eral Convention to detine the relations of people 
of color to the Church. 

The majority report recites that “ questions 
ot jurisdiction/and representation, in the sev- 
eral dioceses, are subjects, under the constitu- 
tion, over which the General Convention has no 
control”; the minority report’ concludes ‘that 
this Church recognizes no distinction between 
her ministry having relation to race or color; 
that all legislation involving such distinction is 
contrary to the spirit of the Ohurch of Christ, 
and that the legislation proposed, being based 
upon the differences in race und. color, ought not 
to be adopted by the convention.” 

It was argued by the advocates of a sus- 
pension of the appointed order of busi- 
ness—liturgical revision—that there was no 
more important question before the Church 


than the position to be occupied by her colored 
clergymen. This convention could not aiford 
to go before the world witn the statement that 
it had not the courage to meet this question of 
race and color face to face, and determining it. 

The discussion took a wide range, and the 
Rev. Paulus Moort (colored) of Liberia warned 
the House of Deputies that in the satisfactory 
settlement of this question was involved not 
only the future otf work among 8,000,000 of 
souls in America, but the future of the colored 
races in Africa and Liberia, It was contended, 
on the other hand, that this was a question 1n- 
volving sentiment and not legisiation, and that 
ite determination belonged properly to the dio- 
ceses. This view prevailed, and the house re- 
fused to continue the discussion by a vote of 
121 to 100. 

The convention then proceeded to progress 
the work of liturgical revision. The first pro 
osition, that the thanksviving after the Lord’s 
Prayer in the office of adult baptism be the 
sane a8 inthe office of public baptism of in- 
fants, with the necessary changes, was objected 
to by the Rev. Dr. Alsop of Kings, who claimed 
that the ottice had proved satisfactory for a 
hundred years, and should not be modified by 
the convention. Dr. peng Ay motion to non- 
concur With the House of Bishops was lost by a 
rising vote of 115 to 76. 

The Rev. Father Hull of Boston moved to 
substitute the word ‘servant’ for ‘‘ person” 
wherever the latter occurs in prayers in the 
baptismal order for adults. This suggestion 
was amended by the Rev. Dr. Egar to apply to 
the thanksgiving only, and as so woditted it 
was adopted by a vote of 120 to 67. 

A call of the house by dioceses and order re- 
Sulted in concurrence with the House of 
Bishops as follows: Clerical dioceses voting, 51; 

ea, 36; nay, 12; divided, 3. Lay dioceses vot- 
ng, 43; yea, 28; nay, 12; divided, 3. 

The next succeeding proposition, after some 
Opposition, was concurred in, the vote stand- 
ing: Church dioceses voting, 50; yea, 34; nay, 
13; divided, 3. Lay dioceses voting, 42; yea, 
27; nay, 12; divided, 3. This provides that in 
the second rubric at the end of the office of 
adult baptism, for the word “ performed’’ there 
be substituted the word “administered,” and 
that there be added to the rubric these words: 


* And in case of great necessity the minister may 
begin with the questions addressed to the candidate 
ans end with the thanksgiving following tho bap- 
tism,” 


There was no discussion upon the proposal 
that the following be placed as an additional ru- 
bric at the end of the office of adult baptism: 

“Ifany person bein doubt concerning his bap- 
tism he may be baptized in the manner herein ap- 
pointed; saving that, at the immersion of the pour- 
ing of water, the minister shall use this form of 
words: ‘If thou art not already baptized, N., 1 bap- 
tize thee in the Name. of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.’ ” 

This was adopted by an overwhelming major- 
ity, but three dioceses voting to non-concur. 

With great unanimity the house refused to 
concur in the suggestion of the Bishops that 
after the first answer in the catechism, “N. or 
M.,”’ there be added the words: “‘ Here let the 
child distinctly pronounce his Christian name.” 

By arising vote the house agreed to non- 
concur in the proposition to introduce a lesson 
in the confirmation office in this form: ‘‘ Hear 
the words of the Evangelist 8t. Luke in the 
eighth chapter of the book of the Acts of the 
Apostles,’” This vote was reconsidered and the 
proposed change discussed at length. The Rev. 
Dr. Huntington warned the house that there 
were grave differences vf opinion among the- 
ologians as to the exegesis of the passage of 
Scripture sought to be introduced, and that 
Even the granting of its permissive use in the 
confirmation office would be a trenching upon 
disputed doctrinal ground, Other delegates 
spoke in opposition to the alteration, and the 
call of the house proceeded with the following 
result: Clerical—Dioceses voting, 51; yeas, 31; 
nays, 16; divided, 4. Lay—Dioceses voting, 43; 
yeus, 26; nays, 12; divided, 5. The motion to 
concur with the House of Bishops was adopted. 

Pending adjournment for lunch the Rey. Dr. 
Hart presented two reports from the Committee 
on Liturgical Revision, the first recommending 
that action on the admission of persons from 
other communions was unnecessary, which was 
adopted; the second recommending that con- 
sideration of the book of offices presented by 
the committee be postponed until the General 
Convention of 1892, on the understanding that 
no further changes were to be made at that 
time. But the latter proposition being com- 
bated, it was withdrawn by Dr. Hart. 

At the opening of the afternoon session the 
house refused to act upon areport of the Con- 
ference Committee with the House of Bishops, 
recommending that additional versicles be in- 
serted in the order for evening prayer, and took 
up the consideration of an alternative form of 

uestion and answer in the Order of Contirma- 
tion, providing the candidates for confirmation 
shall promise to be bound by the promises and 
vows made by them at baptism, which was de- 
pated at great length and rejected by a vote of 
169 to 44 

The following proposition was to amend the 
order for the solemnization of matrimony so 
that between the word ‘‘ which” and the words 
“is commanded” in the exhortation there be 
inserted: 

—‘is an honorable estate, instituted of God in the 
time of man’s innocency, signifying unto us the 
mystical union that is betwixt Christ and His 
Church: which holy estate Christ adorned and 
beautitied with His presence and first miraele that 
He wrought in Cana of Galilee, and’ — 

This was characterized by several speakers 
as a ‘‘ mutilation” of the Prayer Book, and was 
rejected by the following vote: Clerical deputa- 
tions, 26 aflirmative, 20 negative, 5 divided; 
lay deputations, 19 affirmative, 18 negative, 4 
divid 

The recommendation that the commendatory 
prayer in the Order for the Visitation of the 
sick be changed py the omission of the words, 
* And teach us who survive, in this, and other 
like daily spectacles of mortality; * * * bring 
us to life everlasting,” was adopted without 
debate, as was also the following prayer for 
patience under saffering: 

.“ Almighty God, whose most dear Son went not 
up to joy, but first He sutfered pain, and entered 
notinto glory belore He was crucitied; ey, ane 
grant that we, walking in the way of the Cross, 
may find it the way of lite and peace, through 
Jesus Christ our Lor Amen.” 

A proposed commendatory prayer for asick 
person at the point of departure provoked con- 
siderable discussion. As handed down by the 
Bishops it reads: 

“Into Thy hands, O merciful Saviour, we com- 
mena the soul of Thy servant, now departing from 
the body. Acknowledge, we ham beseech Thee, 
sheep of Thine own fold, a lamb of Thine own flock, 
asinner of Thine own redeeming. K ve him 
into the armsa_of Thy mercy, into the blessed rest of 
everlasting peace, and at the lastinto the glorious 
estate of Thy chosen saints in heaven: O most 
merciful Jesus, none can perish whom Thou takest 
into Thy charge. Receive, we beseech Thee, Thy 
servaul’s soul in peace. Amen.” 

The Rev. Father Hall pointed out that there 
was a needless repetition in the words sheep 
and lamb, and an antithesis between the terms 
fiock and fold, which would readily occur to 
students of the revised version of the New Tes- 
tament. He moved the substitation for the 
first phrase “sheep,” d&c., of the following: 
“The work of Thine hands, a sinner of Thy re- 
deeming, a sheep of Thy fiock;” and that the 
conciuding sentence, which as it stands conveys 
a suggestion of arbitrary salvation be modified 
go astoread: ‘“O most. merciful: Jesus, Thou 
wilt reject none who come to Thee, hor can any 
pluck from Thy hands those who cling to Thee.” 

A delegate asked to have the phrase **And at 
the last into the glorious estate of Thy chosen 
saints in heaven,” struck out, on the grouna 
that it was a prayer tor the dead. [Vuices, Oh, 
no, it’s not,” and laughter.) Much discussion 
ensued, one delegate protesting against “ put- 
ting conundrums to a poor sick man on his 
dying bed,” when it was moved that all amend- 
ments proposed, including that of the Rev. 
Father Hall, be laid on the table, which was 
agreed to by rising vote of 116 to 98. 

The Rev. Kinloch Nelson of Virginia, hoped 
the house would not conour with the House of 
Bishops. He had no objection to any clergy- 
man using this prayerin the visitation of the 
sick, but be agreed with the good Bishop Hobart 
that the Prayer Book aire contained a suf- 
ficiency of petitions. The roll call was proceed- 
ed with, but was interrupted by the Chair, who 
stated that as only eleven dioceses in the clerical 
order had voted for the concurrence, the reso- 
lution was unquestionably lost, and the lay 
vote was dispensed with. 

Without discussion the house voted almost 
unanimously to non-conour in the recommenda- 
tion of the Bishops requiring that “if the sick 
person be not able to come to the church, and 
yet is desirous to receive the communion in his 
house, then he must give timely notice to the

teenth verses of the seventh chapter of the 
book of ‘Revelation: ‘They shall hunger no 
more,” &c. But upon the proposition to substi- 
tute the thirty-ninth and ninetieth Psalms for 
the present anthem, on the ground that the 
vorses at the beginning of the former and at the 
end of the latter are inappropriate to the burial 
office, and that * our ancestors of one hundred 

eure ago did wisely to combine the two psalms 
n the torm which they have since been and are 
now used.” : 

Practically no opposition was made to the 
proposition to omit from the Prayer Book the 
**selections of psalms for holy days” whieh 1m- 
mediately precede the psalter, and that in the 
psalter the numbers of the psalms be printed in 
common numerals and that the verses of Psalm 
oxix. be numbered. To the suggestion that “the 
canticles and the psalms be in every case 
gees with the musical colon, asin the Eng- 
ish book,” there was some slight opposition 
which vanished when Dr, Huntington explain 
that the colon represented the metrical divis- 
ion of the psalms, and the house voted, with 
the exception of three clerical and seven lay 
deputations, to concur with the House of 
Bishops. ns 

Upon the proposition that in the ordinal for 


the making of deacons, ordering of priests, and - 


consecration of Bishops the first rubric in. each 
of the three services be amen by substitu- 
tion of the words ‘‘ Morning prayer having been 
said,” for the present phrase, ‘‘After morning 
ag dng is ended,” a discussion was precipitated 

y the Rev. Dr. Gailor of Tennessee, who sug- 
gested that the latter clause be omitted alto- 
gether. An attempt to table Dr. Gailor’s amend- 
ment failed, and the resolution was adopted 
with but two dissenting diocesan votes. 

The next alteration, that the second rubric 
shall begin, ‘‘And after the sermon a priest 
eball present,” &c., was non-concurred in, as 
being superfiuous. It was ordered that the 
Nicene creed be inserted aftcr the Gospel, and 
that the longer paraphrase of the “ Veni Cre- 
ator Spiritus” need not be printed in the office 
for the consecration of Bishops, and after hear- 
ing messages from the House of Bishops the 
House of Deputies adjourned. 


THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 

A committee of conference was requested 
yesterday by the House of Bishops on the 
question of the adjournment of the General 
Conveniion on Thursday, as voted by the House 
of Deputies, it being the belief of the former 
that the important subjects remaining to be 
considered could not be disposed of in the three 
days remaining of the session. 

he Right Rev. Dr. Davies, the new Bishop of 
Michigan, was formally introduced and took 
his seat in the house. 

The report of a special committee was nye ood 
ed, stating that in the holy communion office 
the prayer of consecration should be recited 
clearly and in an audible tone of voice by the 
celebrant. It was decided that it was inexpedi- 
ent to make a change in the time of holding the 
General Convention from the first Wednesday 
in October to the middle of September. The 
work of liturgical revisionis reported by the 
Rev. Dr. Tatiock to have been nearly com- 
pleted by the House of Bishops.

THE DISUOVERY OF AMERICA. 


GEN. BUTTERFIELD AND PROF, 


MAKE A DISCOVERY. 


ALBANY, Oct. 21.—Prof. Melvil Dewey, Di- 
rector of the State Library, made a discovery 
while in Paris. He has arrived at home after 
an extended tour of the famous libraries of 
Europe, which he made with the view of gath- 
ering ideas as to the best mode of conducting 
New-York’s big and valuable library. He comes 
back well paid for his trouble, he says. 

While in the national library of France he 
Went into the manuscript department. In this 
department is probably the best collection of 
autographs extant. Prof. Dewey says that as 
he was passing through the departments he 
saw a fine-looking man with white mustache 
with his nose in a yellow:and musty manu- 
script. As he approached, the man raised 


his head and disclosed his identity. He 
was none other than our own Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield. Tne manuscript in which 
he was interested was one of Saint 
Breuden, a notable abbot in the sixth century. 
The Latin manuscript, which was poorly writ- 
ten, seemed to relate to the discovery of Amer- 
ca. Gen. Butterfield told Prof. Dewey that he 

ad discovered the manuscript me accident, 
about three weeks previously, and had become 
60 interested in it that he would remain until 
he completed reading it. ‘“*He had pored over 
it so long,” saia Prof. Dewey, ‘that he could 
read it faster than I could. I must give bim 
credit for that. There is some discussion now 
over the story that a party of abbots disvov- 
ered America long before Christopher Columbus 
did, and it would seem strange at this time, 
when we are all talking about the four-hun- 
dredth anniversary celebration, if Gen. Butter- 
tield were to discover evidence which bore out 
the facts.” 

Prot, Dewey says that Gen. Butterfield be- 
came s0 interested in the work of tracing out 
the clues furnished in this manuscript that he 
accompanied him to London and spent hours in 
the libraries there. Should Gen. Buttertield’s 
research establish the fact that the party of 

riests actually did tind America 800 years be- 
ore the tims Christopher Columbus came 
across in the Santa Maria it would be an im- 
portant matter in connection with the coming 
big celebration. Prof. Dewey would have liked 
to remain with Gen. Buttertield and helpea in 
the search, but his limited time would not per- 
rw

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RACING ON A MUDDY TRACK 


AN UNPLEASANT DAY FOR 
SPORT AT ELIZABETH. 
FOUR FAVORITES REWARD THEIR BACK- 
ERS, HOWEVZR, AND THE DWYERS 

SUCCEED IN WINNING ONE RACE. 


The rainfall yesterday morning was sufii- 
ciently heavy to convert the Elizabeth track of 
the New-Jersey Jockey Club into a very unde- 
sirable spot for racing. Consequently what 
promised tobe a remarkabiy good day’s sport 
was ruined, for horse owners scratched their 
entries, preferring to hold their horses for a 
drier track to-day or later on, possibly un- 
corking their ‘good things” at the Linden 
track in oase that is ready for racing 
to-morrow, when the Fall meeting is sched- 
uled to begin. Of the seventy-two horses 
entered for the six races but thirty-six went to 
the post, and the heavy going pat about half of 


these out of the list of contestants. Four favor- | 


ites, a strong second choice, and a rank out- 
sider were the winners. With the exception of 
Robespierre’s defeat of Cortland in the third 
race, and Stephanie’s defeat of Brown Charlie 
in the last, the winners of the other races had 
things pretty much theirown way. The facts 
that the track would be heavy and the air chilly 
kept many from the track, yet about 3,000 
witnessed the sport, 500 of this 1ot of perpetual 
racegoers being women. 

Swift started the plungers off in good shape 
by winning the opening dash, at three-quarters 


of a mile, for which she was a strong favorite, 
though Tipstaff, who wasn’t ridden by Bergen 
as if he was overanxious for any of the money, 
was well backed by some of the knowing ones, 
As is often the case with his stable compauions, 
he rana very disappointing race and caused 
Green Morris to wring his hands in despair and 
bewail the cruel fate which prevents him from 
sending his horses to the post in winning form 
every time they start.

ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 





A NARROW ESCAPE FOR A HORSE CAR 
AND ITS PASSENGERS. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Oct. 21.—A horse car with 
seven passengers had @ narrow escape last 
night at the East Jersey-street crossing of the 
Long Branch Railroad. The car was in charge 
of Driver Packenham, one of the most careful 
men on the road, and to his presence of mind is

The car had pegun to cross the track when, 
to the dismay of the driver, he espied an express 
train on the wost-bound track rushing down on 
him. He yelled at his horse and the animal 
gave-aspring forward that nearly upset the 


car. The cnain attached to one of the gate 
arms became tangled and the bewildered gate- 
man was unable to hoist the bars. In another 
second the horse car dashed against the arm, 
knocking it from its hinges, and passed through 
not an instant too svon, as the locomotive of the 
express just grazed the rear platform. 

There were four women in the car, who wera 
nearly beside themselves with fright. Three 
men who were on the platforms jumped for 
their lives. One of the women, Mrs. Charles 
Tucker of Fulton-street, is confined to her room 
from the shock to hernervous system.

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HOW FEERS MET HIS DEATR 


MORE EVIDENCE LAID BE. 
FORH THE CORONERS JURY. 
GEN. ECKERT SAYS A CURRENT FROM 
AN BLEOTRIC LIGHT OR MOTOR 

WIRE KILLED THE LINEMAN. 


The investigation into the death of Lineman 
John E. H. Feeks waa continued yesterday 
morning in the City Hall, under the direction of 
Coroner Louis W. Schultze and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis. 

J. W. Daragh, the Western Union foreman 
who testitied so fully on Friday, was recalled. 
He testified that in the course of the investiga- 
tion after Feeks’s death he saw a broken piece 
of telephone wire touching an electric light 
wire, but at the point of contact the insulation 
seemed to be ail right. It was “ underwriters’ ” 
insulation, not a good kind, This electric light 
wire was strung on a United States Company's 
pole—the first on Chambers-street east of the 
one on which Fesks was killed. Daragh con- 
tradicted the statement of Lineman Cunning: 
ham, who assistea in taking Feeks’s body down, 
that there was a Gold and Stock wire on the 
pole. i 

The line chief of the Western Union Com- 
pany, Frederick W. Baldwin, was the next wit- 
ness, and testified: “The Western Unton Com- 
pany does not claim ownership of the pole on 
whioh Feeks died. I don’t know whom it belongs 
to. So faras I know nobody owns it and no- 
body pays anybody else rent for its use. On the 
aay that Feeks was killed there was no dis- 
turbance on oar wires that could be noticed in 
the operating rooms at our offices. My com- 
pany uses the Wheatstone and the Morse sys- 
tem. On the Morse wires we run a tension of 


from 74 to 325 volts. On the Wheatstone wires 
our average tension is from 320 to 325 volts. 
The Gold and Stock Company is cantrolled 
by the Western Union Company. Its power, 
however, cumes from separate dy Ido 
not know tbe tension it uses. I have nently 
had that three-hunared-and-twenty-five-volt 
—, pass through me, That tension will not 
urn.” 

Oscar A. Brown, the engineer in charge of 
the Western Union dynamos, said: “‘ We fur- 
nish a current for the financial system of the 
Gold and Stock Company wires, but its tension 
is never above 260 volts. I never remember 
my company sending out a current of over 325 
volts. have frequently received the highest 
tension we generate, put I only felt bad for a 
tew seconds. [ am pevere that our current 
would not burn or kill.” 

An adjournment was taken from 1 until 2 
o’clock. When the jury returned Charles 8. H. 
Small, Assistant Superintendent of the Gold 
and Stook Telegraph Company, testified: “My 
company is owned by the Western Union Com- 
pany,” he said. * On the day of the accident 
there was no disturbance. I have known men 
to be shocked by our wires, but never hart. 
Our currents are generated at 16 Broad-street,. 
195 Broadway, and Twenty-third-street and 
Fifth-avenue. Our largest dynamo generates 
270 volts 50 arpéres, but I never work it to 
that capacity.. All our dynamos might be 
thrown ipto one producing 1,810 volta, bat £ 
have never done so, and could not withous 
special apparatus, which I have not got. All 
but about forty miles of our wire is insulated. 
If one of our currents were crossed by an elec- 
tric light current a safety valve in our office 
would drop and break the circuit. If a 
man took bold of one of our wires and then 
took hold of an ordinary telegraph or tele- 
phone wire [don’t think he would receive any 
burn or injury beyond a shock. records 
show and our linemen who investigated after 
the accident to Feeks said that there was none 
of our wires On that pole.” 

George E. Scott, toreman of the Gold and 
Stock Company, Swore that eertain wires 
offered in evidence as cut from the fatal pole 
and stated by Cunningham to belong to the 
Gold and Stock Company did not belong to that 
company, and furthermore that the company 
had no wire on the pole in question. ‘“ We have 
a non-insulated wire crossing Chambers-street,”’ 
he said. “I don’t know how many volts that 
wire carried, but I know that I could grasp it 
with both my hands without any great incon- 
venience.” 

The most interesting testimony so far offered 
was thatof William H. Eckert, General Man- 
ager of the Metropolitan Telephone Company. 
who said: “It was reported to me early that 
Friday afternoon that three or four of the an- 
bunciator drops in our Murray-street exchange 
had been burned out. I gotall the evidence I 
could, and was satisfied that our wires had been 
crossed by a high-tension wire,” 

“ How high a tension?” 

‘-Certainly 1,000 volts.” 

‘‘And that means practically an electric light 
current?” 

“* Yes, or a motor-power wire, which, I under- 
stand, often causes very high tensions. We 
have @ standing rule that whenever there is 
such an occurrence the chief operator of the 
exchange in which it occurs must send out all 
available men to discover the point of contact. 
The men started at once, but came back having 
failed to tind the place. Wherever the contact 
was it was removed before our men got there.” 

**Was there no place located where it might 
have happened?” 

“No; but, judging from the location of the 
instruments affected, I should say thatif the 
current came from an arc-light wire the point 
of contact must have been below Canal-street 
and within a radius of one-half mile of where 
Feeks was killed. Outside of electric light ana 
motor wires, [know of none with which con- 
tact would have produced such a result on our 
instruments.” 

“The Metropolitan Teiephone Company has 
no interest in any electric hght company?” 

“Decidedly not.” 

*“Tnen,if you had discovered the point of 
py you would be only too glad to tell 
of it?” 

“Well, you ask the lighting companies how 
they stand with me ana they will answer that 
question better than I can. 

“In my opinion, an electric light wire must 
have fallen across four telephone wires, because 
four annunciators were burned out in the Mur- 
ray-street exchange, and I think Feeks must 
have fallen on all four wires. It is very evi- 
dent tbat an electric light or motor wire fell on 
our wires, tor it is not probable that four of our 
wires would have fallen across one electrio 
light wire at the same time.”’ 

‘‘“What, in your opinion, caused Feeks’s 
death ?”’ 

* Certainly a high-tension current, produced 
either by an electric light or a motor wire.” 

Edgar F. Sherwood, inspector of exchanges 
for the Metropolitan Telephone Company, re- 
peated the story of the trouble with the com- 
pany’s instruments. 

“There is continual dangerof your wires com- 
ing = contact with high-tension wires?’ he was 
asked. 

“There is always danger not only to the 
linemen, but to people passing in the street.” 

“Then you think that the telephone and the 
electric light wires should be separated ?” 

“I think the electric light wires should be 
separated from all other wires.” 

“If an electric light company had a wire 
broken at the time of Feeks’s death, must they 
not have known it?’ 

“Surely.” 

And are now able toteli the jury all about 
it?” 

‘* Yes, able to—but they won’t.” 

James E. Fagan, chief operator at the Murray- 
street exchange, told ofthe disturbances among 
the instruments on the day Feeks was kilied 
and of the vain search of Trouble Men Skinnion 
and Lawless for the point of contact. 

Samuel H. Murphy, employed at 470 Pearl- 
street, described the burning of the telephone 
instrument in his store on the Friday in ques- 
tion. He said the box was full of “lovely-col- 
ored flames,” and he called @ neighbor to enjoy 
the sight. There was a great roaring noisé. 
He thought the commotion lasted twenty miu- 
utes. 

John A. Helvin, Superintendent of Construc- 
tion tor the Metropolitan Telephone Company, 
thought that Murphy exaggerated the time 
that the instrument was burning. If it burned 
for twenty minutes, then the current must 
have been running through Feeks’s body for 
that length of time; but instrnments generally 
burned out in five minutes. 

The investigation will go on to-morrow morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock. Expert Wheeler and Com- 
missioner Gibbens of the Board of Electrical 
Control will then testify. 


Sympathetic citizens yesterday sent to Mayor 
Grant $100 to be added to the fund for the 
widow of Lineman Feeks and $20 for the widow 
of the other dead lineman, Erdmann.
